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Anti-inflation body can’t stop ICBC hikes

OSLO (UPD A Norwegian supertanker with a 
crew of 32, including three women, Wednesday was 
reported missing since Dec. 28 in an area east of the 
Philippines. 

Sigvald Rerge<$en. owner of the Liberian registered 
224,000-ton Berge lstra, said the vessel, carrying a 
cargo of 188,000 tons of iron ore. had been scheduled to 
dock in Kimitsu, Japan, Wednesday. 

He said Japanese coast guard planes and vessels 
were searching a large area of the Pacific for the miss- 
ling vessel, designed to carry either ore or oil. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Part of 
the hefty automobile insur¬ 
ance premium increases pro- 
loosed by the Insurance Corp. 
of B.C. clearly violates anti¬ 
inflation program regulations, 
a senior anti-inflation board 
official said Wednesday. 

However, jurisdiction over 
the provincial government- 
owned corporation still is sub¬ 
ject to federal-provincial ne¬ 
gotiations and there are a 
number of ways the full in¬ 
crease could be implemented. 

In any case, said Ed Clark,

deputy director of the board’s 
prices and profits division, 
most of the proposed in¬ 
creases are permissible under 
the program regulations. 

“There is going to be a 100- 
per-cent rate increase* any¬ 
way,” Clark said. 

The newly-elected Social 
Credit government in B.C. an¬ 
nounced last week that the 
1976-77 auto insurance pre¬ 


miums, effective March 1, 
will be increased to rnuke the 
crown corporation self-su[>- 
porting and to start paying off 
losses accumulated in its first 
two years of ojjeration.

ICBC said this would mean 
increases averaging between 
100 and 150 per cent above 
current premiums. Cancella-- 
tion of various discounts 


would mean greater increases 
for some drivers. 

Clark said ICBC appears to 
fall under anti-inflation regu¬ 
lations governing private cor¬ 
porations and is therefore not 
required to operate at a loss. 
Most of the proposed pre¬ 
mium increases result from 
the legitimate need to boost 
1976-77 income by 5156 mil¬ 
lion, which ICBC says it needs 
to break even, he said. 

However, the B.C. govern¬ 
ment also wants to increase 
the 1976-77 premium income 


by an additional 518 million as 
part of a 10-year program to 
pay off $181 million in losses 
incurred in the previous two 
years, Clark said. 

This would not be |>ermitted. 
under a “strict interpreta¬ 
tion” of the anti-inflation reg¬ 
ulations, he said, because the 
regulations prohibit price in¬ 
creases intended to recover 
money lost in former years. 

Therefore, inclusion of the 
extra 518 million in the pro* 
posed increases means they 
are “too high.”

Slight rollback hinted 


Undercover unit 
sent to combat 
Ulster violence

LONDON — Britain's best- 
trained anti-guerrilla army 
unit — the Special Air Service 

- has been dispatched to 
Northern Ireland to help put 
down mounting sectarian vio¬ 
lence in the region, the gov¬ 
ernment announced Wednes¬ 
day night. 

The move is expected to 
provoke controversy because 
the SAS has been repeatedly 
accused of staging undercover 
intelligence operations in 
Northern Ireland charges 
which the government has de¬ 
nied. 

A spokesman for Prime 
Minister. Wilson’s office said 
SAS troops will be used for 
patrolling and surveillance in 
County Armagh, die border 
area where 10 Protestanis 
were massacred Monday by 
republican gunmen. 

An official s]x>kesman said 


the SAS troops will wear 
army uniforms and use stan¬ 
dard army weapons. 

The SAS, which has beer? 
widely employed in anti-guer¬ 
rilla activities in Aden and 
Malaysia, is widely regarded 
as a CIA-type cloak-and-dag¬ 
ger force. 

Meanwhile, Wilson held ur¬ 
gent talks with opjxjsition 
Conservative leaders on 
Northern Ireland's growing 
violence to draw up an all¬ 
party approach to the prob¬ 
lem. 

His meetings with deputy 
Conservative leader William 
Whitelaw and Airey Neave, 
t h e Conservative party's 
sjxjkesman on Northern Ire¬ 
land, took placfe amid fears 
of all-out civil strife between 
Catholics and Protestants in 
Ulster. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Pat 
McGeer will present new pro¬ 
posals to cabinet today relat¬ 
ed to the proposed ICBC rate 
structure for 1976. 

McGeer, who flew back to 
Vancouver from a brief vaca¬ 
tion in Hawaii, told a news 
conference Wednesday that if 
one of his new proposals is ac¬ 
cepted “there may be a 10 to 
20 per cent reduction in the 
proposed rate structure." 

The minister acknowledged 
that new proposals w'ere being 
made because of the public 
response to a cabinet decision 
to increase ICBC premiums 
by 110 per cefit^on top of the 
19 per cent rate increase ai»- 
proved by the previous NDP 
administration. 

The increase announced 
Friday would mean an across- 
the-board increase for the 
average B.C. motor vehicle 
owner private and com¬ 
mercial alike — of between 
two and 2 \* times the rates 
paid for basic coverage in 
1975. 

McGeer said the provincial 
government was attempting 
to alleviate the rate increase 
by putting forward proposals 
to the chartered banks of B.C. 
for an instalment payment 
plan for 1976. 

He said the ICBC board of 
directors met Wednesday with 
representatives of the char¬ 
tered banks to outline the pro¬ 
posals and was waiting for 
bids to be made. He agreed 
that the bank presenting the 
best bid would have a captive 
market if the instalment pay¬ 
ment plan is used. 

McGeer said he was op¬ 
timistic such a plan could be 
implemented outside the of¬ 
fices of ICBC and noted “the 
insurance corporation has no 
administrative mechanism by 
which it could run such a plan 
on its own. Therefore it will 
require the co-operation of the 
lianks and other credit agen-

He said such a plan, once 
set up. would, be different 
from individuals seeking bank

Trudeau flap: What's new? 

Tonic for system , say backers

OTTAWA iCP) - Although 
Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
tum-of-the-year economic 
statements have touched off 
business, labor and political 
alarms, his supporters 
suggesl the reaction may be 
just what the country needs. 

Rather than signal the end 
of the free enterprise system, 
they argue, the prime min¬ 
ister has launched a process 
that w ill one day restore It to 
health. 

Trudeau’s opponents take a 


different view. Businessmen 
have likened him to Napo¬ 
leon; labor leaders to an om¬ 
nipresent big brother; former 
prime minister John Diefen- 
baker to a little Caesar. 

Yet Trudeau’s office and 
many Liberal MPs appear 
largely unconcerned about the 
controversy, and point out 
that tHe prime minister has 


Crackpot vs. twaddle 
over Liberal ‘revolt’ 


OTTAWA (CP) Conserva¬ 
tive MP Tom Cossitt, called a 
“political crackpot” by Sena¬ 
tor Ray Perrault. retaliated 
Wednesday by accusing Sena¬ 
tor Perrault of stating “pomp¬ 
ous twaddle.” 

“I don't want to insult 
him,” said Cossitt, a former 
Liberal, “but I think ho is the 
greatest living example of 
« why the Senate should be 
abolished.'’ 

Cossitt, MP for Leeds, said 
Tuesday that several Liberal 
MPs, including one cabinet 
member, were in revolt 
against the leadership of 
Prime Minister Trudeau over 
his remarks concerning the 
free market system. 

In commenting on the re¬ 
marks of Cossitt, Perrault, 


government leader in the Sen¬ 
ate. said he has talked to all 
B.C. Liberal MPs who denied 
any dissatisfaction with Tru¬ 
deau. That made Cossitt a 
liar, said the senator.. 

Cossitt, an outspoken critic 
of Trudeau, said he wasn’t in 
the habit of lying. He said 
ev erything he said turned out 
to be true. 

Aside from a handful of 
Conservative senators, the 
Senate was an annex of the 
Liberal party, he charged. 

Among the Liberal senators 
were a variety, of past pres¬ 
idents of the Liberal party 
along with the incumbent. 
Senator Alan Graham, and 
fund raisers for the party, He 
said. 


said little recently that he has 
not said before, n 

Federal Liberals deny re¬ 
ports that the party caucus is 
seriously split on the issue, 
and say the whole business 
will be straightened out when 
the prime minister returns 
from his current skiing holi¬ 
day in British Columbia. 

Trudeau's aides say the 
prime minister has been kept 
up to date and is assessing 
the controversy he started in 
a series of year-end inter¬ 
views concerning what he de¬ 
scribed as the failure of the 
free market system and the 
current need for massive 
state intervention in the econ¬ 
omy. 

He would likely comment 
further on tHe issue when he 
returns to work next week, 
they said. 

The issues arose when Tru¬ 
deau elaborated in various in¬ 
terviews on concepts put forth 
by Canadian-born economist 
John Kenneth Galbraith on 
the need for permanent gov¬ 
ernment controls to balance 
the economic interests of the 
country. 

Although he carefully point¬ 
ed out that he had no master 
plan for the economy, and 
that he did not believe that 
economic controls had to be 
permanent to work, Trudeau’s 
remarks were widely in¬ 
terpreted as a sign of in¬ 


creased authoritarianism in 
government. 

“Are we to be lectured by 
big government telling us 
what we shall do and what we 
shall not do?” asked the pres¬ 
ident of the Canadian Labor

Mastermind 
of kidnap 
tracked down 

PARIS (UPI) — Police 
found kidnapped recording ex¬ 
ecutive Louis Hazan chained 
and gagged in the kitchen 
cabinet of a country house 
Wednesday night and later 
tracked down two more 
members of the kidnapping 
gang, including the master¬ 
mind. 

No ransom was paid and 
newspapers headlined a re¬ 
sounding victory for police in 
the eight-day kidnapping. 

Detectives, following a clue 
scribbled on the hem of the 
trousers of one of the kidnap 
tiers seized earlier, found 
Hazan, 53. bound but other¬ 
wise unharmed in a house 
near the medieval town of 
Chartres. 50 miles southwest 
of Paris. 

Two members of the kidnap 
gang fled the house just before 
police arrived, but three hours 
later police picked up the 
mastermind of the six-man 
kidnapping commando team 
in the Paris suburb of Parly 
II. Other officers captured his 
brother al Paris’ Orly ainxirt. 

They identified the master¬ 
mind as Italian-lxjm Hugo 
Brunini. 35, an invalid on 
crutches who heads an office 
cleaning company in the same 
building as Kazan’s firm.

Opposition: 

Pay cut 
threat 
to MLAs

Representatives of the three 
opposition parties art not 
happy with Premier Bennett s 
announcment that salaries of 
MLAs may be cut. 

If MLAs are “other than 
something tHe government 
has to put up with, then it’s 
not warranted,” David Stupieh 
(NDP -r Nanaimo) said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son said pay cuts for MLAs 
could mean the government 
was “trying to cut the ability 
of the opposition to do its 
job,” but added that he want¬ 
ed to see first what the inten¬ 
tion of the government was. 

If tHe government intended 
to reduce the role of the MLA 
to where it was under former 
Socred premier W. A. C Ben¬ 
nett, It would be “a retro¬ 
grade step,” Gibson said. 

“I think any sensible gov¬ 
ernment wants a strong op¬ 
position,” he added. 

Dr. Sc.rtt Wallace, the Con¬ 
servative leader said the pay 
cut would be acceptable only 
if the government went back 
to an eight-week session once 
a year “and hopes to gel 
MLAs out of their hair for the 
other 10 months.” 

Bennett also indicated that, 
salaries for senior civil ser¬ 
vants could be cut. which Stu- 
pich said “is not fair at all.” 

B.C. salaries were compa¬ 
rable To other provinces and if 
the government hoped to at¬ 
tract capable people, it had to 
pay the money, he said. 

The situation concerning 
staffing levels in the opposi¬ 
tion offices remained con¬ 
fused Wednesday, bj|t it ap¬ 
peared that "MLA secretaries 
who had been hired would not 
be laid off immediately. 

The row started Tuesday 
with a memo from Dan

outcry against proposed rates 
indicates the public wants to 
continue political intervention 
in the form of subsidies, he 
said that was the kind of im¬ 
pression being promoted by 
the press. 

Asked whether he consid¬ 
ered rate increases close to 
150 |>er cent as fair, MeGeer 
said "they are essential 
unless the government is pre¬ 
pared' to put in massive sub¬ 
sidies.” 

"If our position changes it's 
because the position of the 
government can change,” 
said MeGeer, who also said 
all options being considered 
today involve "more money 
from. government and there¬ 
fore less money to be collect¬ 
ed by means of premiums.” 

Meanwhile, the 450 private 
insurance agencies who han¬ 
dle Autoplan do not know 
what commission and fee 


rates they will receive on 1976 
premiums. Their contract 
with ICBC, covering the first 
two years of operation, has 
run out and negotiations for a 
new one have not been com¬ 
pleted. 

Last year, with a 7-per-cent 
commission rate plus a fee 
for 'each transaction, the 
agents received about $19 mil¬ 
lion for handling about 70 per 
cent of Autoplan transactions. 

The agencies have told 
ICBC their costs have in¬ 
creased about 44 per cent dur¬ 
ing the past two years. 

Hilary Wotherspoon, vice- 
president of the Insurance 
Agents Association? of B.C., 
said Wednesday that because 
ICBC premiums are doubled, 
it does not mean agents will 
receive twice as much. 

He said commissions "are 
definitely not going to follow 
the same pattern as last 
year” and the percentage for¬ 
mula may be eliminated in 
favor of fees only.

GORDON GIBSON, the Liberal leader in 
the B.C. Legislature, says that instead of the 
huge ICBC rate increase, the government 
should look at an easier way to clean up the 

mess. 

Gibson would add an additional 15 cents 
l«r gallon at the pump, with that money 
going directly to ICBC. Then, he reasons, the 
rate increase could be held to about 40 per 
cent. There is, however, a flaw in Gibson’s 
proposal — the total income, including that 
extra 15 cents a gallon of gas. would merely 
equal the total outgo — there would be no 
surplus left to retire any of the existing $181 
million deficit. 

We should recognize one thing — that ttes 
government should get out of the insurance 
business as fast as possible. It is often wise 
to take a loss — a heavy loss rather than 
, to continue pumping good dollars after bad. 

The argument that the demise of ICBC 
would create even greater unemployment is 
not valid. Most of those employed presently 
by IC33C would be assimilated into the re¬ 
turning private insurance network. 

We would no longer be sallied with a los¬ 
ing proposition and if it ever does come to 
pass, the obituary should be ringed in heavy 
black and placed in prominent places so we 
would never again fall victim to the same 
aggrandizement of public Ownership . . .

TORONTO ((CP) - Striking 
high school teachers in'Metro- 
politan Toronto voted 3 to 1 
Wednesday in favor of reject¬ 
ing the Metro school board’s 
latest contract offer of 24.6 
per cent in a one-year con¬ 
tract it was announced. An 
Ontario cabinet source said 
an announcement on whether 
the teachers will be legislated 
back to work is not expected 
before Monday. They have 
been on strike since Nov. 12. 


B.C. government signs a fcw> 
mal agreement with Ottawa 
to abide by the federal pro¬ 
gram. 

A federal government 
spokesman involved in nego¬ 
tiating the agreements with 
the provinces said it will like¬ 
ly be at least three weeks 
before B.C. is ready to sign 
such an agreement. 

None of the provinces has 
yet signed an agreement be¬ 
cause they are studying the 
regulations released Dec. 18. 
But all have indicated support 
in principle for the program. 

The spokesman said it is 
hoped most will sign by the 
end of the month but that B.C. 
likely will be the last to do so 
because the new government 
came late to the negotiations, 
which have included two fe¬ 
deral-provincial conferences 
of finance ministers since the 
program was imposed by Ot¬ 
tawa Oct. 14.

"No missile technicians were ever 
brought out." 


Madrid protest broken up 

Army runs subway 


MADRID, Spain <UPI) — The 
Spanish government Wednesday night 
assigned army engineers to run strike¬ 
bound subway cars. A demonstration 
by thousands of industrial workers 
was broken up by rubber bullets and 
tear gas. 

Riot police drove off ‘3,000 work¬ 
ers assembled at the Bridge of the 


Princess hi Madrid’s southern indus¬ 
trial suburb of Villaverde to show 
support for Madrid’s transit workers, 
on strike since Monday for higher pay. 

The demonstrators came from 
other sectors that have been hit by 
strikes for higher wages, among them 
the Standard-ITT Electronics factor¬ 
ies and the Chrysler automobile fac¬ 
tory. 




Moro government quits 
after Socialists pull out 



ROME (AP) - Premier 
Aldo Moro and his minority 
coalition government resigned 
Wednesday night after the So¬ 
cialist party withdrew parlia¬ 
mentary support, setting off a 
new political crisis in Italy in 
the midst of a determined 
Communist drive for a share 
in governing the country'. 

Th<? 13-month-old cabinet of 
Moro’s Christian Democrats 
and the small Republican 
party was the 32nd Italian 
government to collapse since 


the end of the -Second World 
War. 

In withdrawing their back¬ 
ing in parliamentary voting, 
the Socialists — a Marxist 
group that is Italy’s third- 
largest party — complained 
that the Moro government 
had ignored their ideas for 
solving the country’s econom¬ 
ic ills. They also charged non- 
Communist prejudice against 
the Communist party. 

The 59-year-old Moro re¬ 
signed after a 15-minute meet¬ 


ing with his cabinet and was 
to present his resignation to 
President Giovanni Leone. 
Based on past practice, the- 
president will open consula- 
tions with party leaders and 
designate a new premier to 
try to put a government to¬ 
gether. 

If that fails, he would have 
to dissolve parliament and 
call a national election within 
70 days. Elections now are 
scheduled for the spring of 
1977. 


Italy politicians reap 
$6 million CIA funds 


WASHINGTON (UPT) — 
The CIA gave $6 million in 
secret aid over the past 
month to anti-Communist poli¬ 
ticians in Italy whose coali¬ 
tion government collapsed 
anway, administration 
sources disclosed Wednesday. 

The White House refused to 
confirm or deny the ref>ort 
tout said President Ford "is 
angry over seeing these alle¬ 
gations in print" and feels 


they damage foreign rela¬ 
tions. 

Other administration 
sources confirmed Washing¬ 
ton Post and New York Times 
reports that CIA director Wil¬ 
liam Colby briefed various 
congressmen early in I>e- 
cember, on a secret binding 
operation to help pro-Western 
politicians offset Communist 
influence in Italy.

Soviet warships 
close to Angola 


WASHINGTON (CP) - The 
presence of two Soviet war 
ships near strife-tom Angola 
was noted by the White House 
Wednesday as further evi¬ 
dence of continued Soviet in¬ 
volvement in the western Af¬ 
rican country. 

"The president views this 
with the same dismay as he 
view's the over-all Soviet in¬ 
tervention in Angola," said 
press secretary Ron Nessen. 

Nessen also said the ships 
— a guided-missile destroyer 
and a tank landing vessel — 
were further evidence of 
"continuing Soviet involve¬ 
ment in an area where they 
have no legitimate interests." 

South Africa Informed Pres¬ 
ident Foid Wednesday night 
thait it is prepared to pull 
out of Angola in the next 
48 hours. 

Now the U.S. as wondering 
liow to persuade Cuba to 
withdraw the 7,500 troops it 
has committed to thle war. 

A British government state¬ 
ment issued . in London 
Wednesday called for an im¬ 
mediate ceasefire in Angola, 
the withdrawal of foreign 


troops and a ban on arms 
deliveries. 

The statement was issued 
after consultation with the 
United States and fellow 
members of the European 
Economic Community. It said 
Britain had been urging the 
main intervening powers — 
The Soviet Union, Cuba and 
South Africa — to stop med¬ 
dling in the affairs of Angola. 

Meanwhile Soviet and Yu¬ 
goslav reporters claimed new 
victories for the Soviet-sup¬ 
ported faction — the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola (MPLA). The Sovi¬ 
et government newspaper 
Izvestia spid in Miscow that 
MPLA forces had captured at 
least four towns, including the 
northern town of Negage and 
its air base, which Izvestia 
said had been used by Ameri¬ 
can cargo planes as a staging 
point for. supplies of arms and 
equipment for anti-MPLA 
forces. 

The newspaper also said a 
South African motorized col¬ 
umn had been beaten back by 
MPLA forces on the southern 
front. 


Italy, whose members repor¬ 
tedly got most of the funds, 
resigned Wednesday because 
of diminishing support. 

The CIA funding disclosures 
revived the conflict between 
the White House and Congress 
— which interrupted the flow 
of covert CIA funds to Angola 
last month — over secret U.S. 
involvement ir? foreign poli¬ 
tics. 

"The president is angry 
over seeing these allegations 
in print," press secretary Ron 
Nessen said. "The mere publi¬ 
cation of allegations, whether 
true or false, do damage to 
our foreign policy. 

"There is a strong suspicion 
in the 'White House that the 
ledk of the allegations was 
made in Congress," Nessen 
said. 

Asked whether the report of 
payments to favored Italian 
government politicians were 
true. Nessen said: “We just 
cannot comment on allega¬ 
tions on what the CIA may or 
may not be doing." 

The Times and Post said 
Ford on Dec. 8, approved 56 
million for members of Italy’s 
ruling Christian Democrat 
party and its Republican 
party allies in a minority co¬ 
alition government. 

The aim was to help them 
combat the Itahon Commu¬ 
nist party, which won 33 per 
cent of the vote in last June’s 
civic elections and is the 
strongest Communist party in 
western Europe. 

’ The Soviet Union helps fi¬ 
nance Communist parties in 
Europe and elsewhere. The 
United States provided mil¬ 
lions of dollars in support to 
Italy’s Christian Democrats 
from the late 1940s. when the 
communists were driven out 
of government, until at least 
tlie late 1960s. 

Despite this, the Times 
said, Colby met sharp criti¬ 
cism when he briefed repre¬ 
sentatives of various congres¬ 
sional committees on the Ita¬ 
lian funds. 


Two cash thorns pulled 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI) - Two of the 
world's thorniest money problems, currency 
exchange reform and the role of gold, were 
settled by International Monetary Fund min¬ 
isters Wednesday. 

The agreements are expected to be imple¬ 
mented within two months. 

The IMF interim committee, made up of 
20 ministers and central bank heads repre¬ 
senting the fund’s 128 member nations, 
reached agreement on the two issues which 
have divided the industrial powers for years. 

Treasury Secretary William Simon and 
British Chancellor of the Exchequed Denis 
Healy emerged from the meeting announcing 
that only the question of easier borrowing 
access for the developing World remained un-. 


settled. Both predicted agreement would be 
reached on that issue today. 

The new currency exchange system will let 
the U.S. continue to float fhe dollar, but will 
also allow nations to set parities if they wish. 
It also provides for intervention in cases of 
irrational currency fluctuations, but only if 
the government involved agrees. 

The committee also agreed to begin eli¬ 
minating gold from the world monetary sys¬ 
tem by selling off chunks of the IMF’s hold¬ 
ings. 

One 25-million-ounce portion, representing 
about one-sixth of all the IMF’s gold, will be 
restored to the central banks at the official 
price of $42 an ounce. Another 25 million 
ounces will be sold on the open market.

I N JUST A LITTLE more than six weeks from 
no\V 2,600 delegates from all over Canada will 
meet in -Ottawa to elect a new leader for the 
Progressive Conservative Party. The task for those 
empowered to vote is a particularly onerous one at 
this time, for the man—or womarwr-they choose 
will in all likelihood be the next prime minister of 
Canada. 

To date no individual candidate—of the many 
who have already declared themselves—has 
emerged as a clear favorite. This is not overly dif¬ 
ficult to understand inasmuch as few of the con¬ 
tender's are known at all outside their own baili¬ 
wicks. This is not necessarily a drawback to such a 
contest, although it would be helpful to the party’s 
national image if there were a few hopefuls whose 
political reputations were known and appreciated 
on a somewhat wider spectrum. 

Even though it might be considered unfair to 
label the entire group “a collection of pygmies” as 
did one leading but disillusioned Tory, it does un¬ 
derline a shocking paucity of talent in the present 
Conservative ranks. 

However, worse things than that have pre¬ 
saged other Conservative leadership conventions. So 


far knives have stayed sheathed and scandal-mon- 
gering has remained at a minimum level—a consid¬ 
erable improvement over the last similar exercise. 
Certainly it would appear that the national party 
has overcome its propensity to flagellate itself pub¬ 
licly under moments of stress. 

Continuing to look at the more positive 6ide: 
the stage has never been better set for such a 
contest and never has there been such a need for a 
strong leader to emerge ttf restore the nation’s 
unity and purpose. 

But the confidence that all the delegates will 
feel—with considerable justification—that whoev¬ 
er they select will be the next head of government, 
should not lessen in any way their individual deter¬ 
mination to pick the best person for the job. Block 
regional votes, national headquarters favoritism, 
professional hueksterism—all will be in evidence 
and all will confuse the issue. 

If the Progressive Conservatives can learn 
from past experience they should this time be capa¬ 
ble of making the right choice. If they do not they 
will bring about disaster to themselves and to the 
country as well. This is the heavy responsibility 
that every delegate will carry with him to Ottawa 
on February 22. 


The municipal plight 


L AST SUMMER, ALDERMAN Michael Young of 
Victoria noted in a review of the civic budget 
that the taxpayers had to meet an increase averag¬ 
ing 17.5 per cent. This was the rise in the total mill 
rate, including school and regional taxation. The 
increase in the municipal, general purposes rate 
was a little less than five mills, about 13 per cent. 
In 1976, if spending increases followed the current 
pattern, the results, Alderman Young said, would 
be more than citizens could bear. Council should 
consider cutting back services. 

Now he is Mayor Young. And through no fault 
ascribable to him, the situation looks very much 
worse. 

The provisional budget tabled at the 1976 in¬ 
augural meeting of the city council calls for a mu¬ 
nicipal tax rate of about 55 mills — $55 on each 
$1,000 of taxable value—compared with last year’s 
43.48 mills, an increase of 11.5 as against last 
years’ five. 

This does not take into account the increases 
which will probably *be made in school and regional 
taxation. The school mill rate possibly will not rise 
as sharply as it has in previous years. Last year, in 
the Greater Victoria district, it climbed more than 
six mills. But the Capital Region’s 1976 provisional 
budget (subject to cutting) is up 37.5 per cent. 

The city’s provisional budget, like that of the 
region, will be revised in the early months of the 
year, and the final total may be lower than the fig¬ 
ure now indicated. But Mayor Young foresees a 
possibility of a 25 per cent increase in property 


taxes—which must come within the category of 
“more than the citizens could bear,” barring some 
relief. 

We have dealt with Victoria in isolation in 
this respect, but the situation is similar in other 
municipalities. Indeed, it is worth noting that last 
year Victoria had the lowest total mill rate among 
the four core municipalities and the lowest increase 
in it. 

Most taxpayers therefore will share the hope 
that mayors and aldermen with the help of their 
municipal department heads will be diligent this 
spring in holding down anticipated expenditures in 
every way practical. One of Mr. Young’s sugges¬ 
tions last summer was that possibly staff reduc¬ 
tions could be achieved, and perhaps this idea is 
not *beyond redemption. 

But municipal taxpayers are also provincial 
voters, and it is to the provincial government they 
chiefly must look for some prompt answers to their 
plight. As Municipal Affairs Minister Hugh Curtis 
says, the new government must determine its re¬ 
sources before it can establish any new form of 
revenue-sharing with the municipalities. But this 
does not mean that a long delay can be endured. 

“The B.C. Social Credit Party believes in shar¬ 
ing both power and revenue with local government, 
but the NDP government does not,” said the Socred 
campaign booklet. And again, “A B.C. Social Cred¬ 
it revenue-sharing program will share the growth 
revenues of the province with local governments.” 

The Bennett government hardly can begin too 
soon to implement those policies. 


Greater progress in 1976 
for European economic community 


For the European Commu¬ 
nity 1975 was, of course, the 
year of the British referen¬ 
dum. The event dominated ail 
the EEC’s business up till 
June, and Britain’s failure to 
capitalize on the result has 
since then been a steady dis¬ 
appointment to the other 
eight 

Gaston Thom, Luxem¬ 
bourg’s diminutive premier, 
who became president of the 
EEC Council on January 1, 
has given his gloomy verdict 
on the EEC during the past 12 
months: It has survived. It 
still exists. 


Those who are less idealis¬ 
tic than he can take a more 
up-beat view of the Communi¬ 
ty than that. It has endured 
the gravest economic crisis 
since the war. Unemployment 
increased from 3.5 million to 
five million and the Nine’s 
gross domestic product fell by 
2.5 per cent 

Despite this, the EEC man¬ 
aged to lay the political foun¬ 
dations for — if not a great 
leap forward in 1976 — cer¬ 
tainly an opportunity to make 
greater progress than the ach¬ 
ingly slow pace of develop¬ 
ment during recent months. 

Paradoxically it was the 
referendum, which could un¬ 
doubtedly have destroyed the 
Community, that gave a clue 
to the way the EEC might 
change for the better. Bri¬ 
tain’s massive endorsement of 
the EEC showed her partners 
there is a huge public good¬ 
will towards the Community. 
It has encouraged them to 
press for direct elections to 
the European Parliament in 
1978 — as was agreed at the 
Rome summit a few weeks 
ago. 


Direct elections are an old 
EEC ambition seen, rightly, 
as the only means of making 
the remote and sometimes 
unreal Community institutions 
responsive to the people they

serve. The referendum was a 
unique test of public feeling 
about the EEC and showed all 
Community leaders there is 
no strict dividing line between 
an “economic Europe” and a 
“political” one. 

A recent poll showed that 
the EEC in all member coun¬ 
tries, except Denmark, has 
never been more popular than 
now, that the majority of its 
citizens are “interested” in its 
affairs and impatient for the 
integration foreshadowed in 
the Rome Treaty. 

West Germany's Helmut 
Schmidt never tires of lectur¬ 
ing his colleagues on this 
theme. He belfcves that the 
failure so far of European in¬ 
tegration is not just due to the 
last two years of economic 
crisis, but to the antagonisms 
nurtured during the first 17 
years of the Community’s 
existence. 

“Europe,” he says, “is not 
just a matter of issuing 
2,000-odd decrees each year, 
but cxily the practical applica¬ 
tion of all Brussels resolutions 
in all nine member-states can 
help.” 


' In this context Britain has 
deeply disappointed Schmidt. 
It has proved such a grudg¬ 
ing and uncertain EEC part¬ 
ner that Schmidt, no less than 
the French president, cannot 
understand why. Schmidt’s 
fierce warning in Rome that 
the UK needs the Community 
more than the EEC needs Bri¬ 
tain was only the most public 
expression of his frustration 
with the British. 

It may be true, but is hard¬ 
ly the point. It was inevitable 
that after the referendum 
there would be a period of ad¬ 
justment while Britain tried 
to find its role within the 
Community. This will con¬ 
tinue throughout 1976: Britain 
still lacks an EEC strategy. It 
reacts — on the whole badly 
1 — to initiatives taken by the 
others rather than taking a 
lead itself. 


This has been shown on a 
wide range of issues from pol¬ 
lution control to direct elec¬ 
tions, on political co-operation 
and on energy. EEC officials 
are convinced that the British 
still don’t know what they 
want from the Comnjunlty or 
how to win concessions from 
it by making some otf their 
own. 


To be fair, |t is a lesson 
which the original Six have 
learned only painfully over 
the years. Moreover, it is 
much easier for the smaller 
countries to see that their 
self-interest lies in Community 
solutions rather than in seek¬ 
ing purely national salvation. 
As for the French, one 
wonders whether they them¬ 
selves have learned it. While 
the French franc reverted to 
the EEC exchange rate sys¬ 
tem this year, no one doubts 
that they would take it out 
again if they thought it neces¬ 
sary. When it suits them on 
such occasions the French are 
very skilful at suggesting ev¬ 
eryone else is out of step but 
themselves. 

However, certain trends 
started last year will assured¬ 
ly develop and progress dur¬ 
ing 1976. The EEC’s political 
infrastructure will be gradual¬ 
ly strengthened, and steps 
will be taken to reduce the 
excessive bureaucracy in¬ 
volved in Community decision 
making. 


There will also be a much 
tighter control on EEC costs 
and expenditure. An EEC 
commission will be asked to 
examine the financing of 
every decision made by the 
Council of Ministers. It will 
be backed up by a European 
auditing office (in Luxem¬ 
bourg) which will monitor all 
the Community’s financial af¬ 
fairs. 

In particular, expenditure 
on the Common Agricultural 
Policy (CAP) will be minutely 


examined. The nine govern¬ 
ments will do their utmost to 
prevent expenditure on the 
CAP undermining market con¬ 
ditions and producers will be 
made to bear some of the fi¬ 
nancial responsibility for the 
notorious surpluses which the 
CAP produces from time to 
time. 


Finally, the nine member 
governments will try to ame¬ 
liorate the continuing damage 
of the recession by stabilizing 
both domestic and foreign 
markets and guaranteeing 
“non-inflationary” economic 
growth. 

It is not a politically excit¬ 
ing prospect for the New 
Year, but it is the most — end 
certainly the least — that the 
EEC countries can hqpe to 
achieve in 1976.

“People ask,” the inter¬ 
viewer observes, “why 
doesn’t the prime minister 
roll back the MPs’ pensions 
that are very good (eligibility 
starts after only six years in 
the Commons) or even their 
recent salary increases (of 33 
per cent). It’s a sort of a glar¬ 
ing symbol that enables ev¬ 
eryone else to say, ‘Okay, 
they’re doing it, so I will do it 
too.’ " 


“It is typical. I suppose,’ 
responds the prime minister, 
“of suspicion that people have 
of parliamentarians that in 
this case they’re asking them 
to be frozen or rolled bade.” 

"Well,” replies the inter¬ 
viewer, “people say you’re 
the leader. You (in Parlia¬ 
ment) are the anchor. You, 
are at the helm of the 
country.” 

“You know,” muses the 
prime minister, “I’ve been 
planning to say, okay, if we 
freeze our salaries is every¬ 
body else prepared to freeze 
theirs? That will be the test. 
Maybe we’ll try it. We’ll 
freeze ours and see how the 
rest of you respond, if you all 
voluntarily freeze your sa¬ 
laries.’*

My recent insomnia is not 
due to caffeine nerves, but 
rather a reaction to the prime 
minister’s promise of a “new 
society.” Such a beautiful 
idea should produce emotions 
of hope and joy but in this 
case the old cranial computer 
has been in a tizzy trying to 
figure out what he meant. 

“I will be speaking to 
you ..the PM said, “about 
the need for new attitudes to¬ 
ward economic growth, to¬ 
ward labor-management rela¬ 
tions, social co-operation and 
the sharing of our wealth.” 


If this means anything, it 
means that more and more of 
the decisions affecting our 
daily lives will be made for 
us, In Ottawa, by the prime 
minister and the small coterie 
around him. Apart from a 
general apprehension based 
on his past decisions, my 
mind goes back to his book, 
“Approaches to Politics,” in 
which he writes flowingly of 
benevolent despotism and 
calls it democracy. The 
weakness, he observed, lies in 
the method of getting rid of 
the despot when he no longer 
has th* support of the people; 

In his ramblings, the PM 
warned that big unions and 
corporations face tougher con¬ 
trols if the anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram doesn’t work. If he had 
stuck to the idea that these 
big monopolistic concentra¬ 
tions of power were rocking 
the economic boat and that in 
future their actions should be 
compatible with the public in¬ 
terest, he would have taken 
the high ground. 


But he went on to say that 
we haven’t been able to make 
the free enterprise system 
work and that there is no way 
it is likely to work in the fu¬ 
ture. “It has failed for 30 
years,” he said, “and each 
successive wave of unemploy¬ 
ment and inflation has been 
worse than the previous one.’* 
He conjured up the image of a 
tidal time machine roaring in¬ 
exorably toward disaster. 

Without quibbling about the 
term “free enterprise” rather 
than “private enterprise,” 
which is more accurate, the 
prime minister should know 
that for most of the last 30

years the system has worked 
better than alt any time since 
the industrial revolution 
began. Keynesian economics, 
though still far from perfect, 
have enabled the system to 
produce the best combination 
of material wealth and politi¬ 
cal freedom in history. 

Nor is he correct to say that 
each successive post-war 
wave was worse than before. 
The highest inflation, until 
now, was caused by the 
Korean war. The government 
financed too much of it by 
printing money rather than 
through taxation. 

And the highest post-war 
unemployment occurred in 
1961—a direct result af a tight 
money policy. Bank of Cana¬ 
da Governor James Coyne de¬ 
cided he would show the poli¬ 
ticians a thing .or two, and he 
did. So growth was curtailed 
and hundreds of thousands of 
people lost their jobs — need¬ 
lessly. 


Tlie big trouble — high in¬ 
flation and high unemploy¬ 
ment at the same time—is of 
recent vintage. It is a phe¬ 
nomenon of the Trudeau 
years. It is caused by poor 
planning such as building 
Olympic facilities under pres¬ 
sure without financial con¬ 


trols, wage increases five or 
six times greater than 
average productivity and by 
government spending une¬ 
qualled in Canadian history. 

To describe this series of 
poor policies" and misjudg- 
ments as “an accident of his¬ 
tory” which presents the PM 
and his government with “an 
exciting challenge” is worse 
than sophistry. It is pure gall. 


The trends were obvious. 
The prime minister was 
warned repeatedly. Yet he 
took no action—and actually 
scorned the notion that action 
was necessary as late as the 
1974 election campaign—until 
the flames reached the 
threshold of his political dy¬ 
nasty. Then zap, we got it! 
And there is more where that 
came from if we are not good. 

Meanwhile the “just soci¬ 
ety” of 1968 is nothing but a 
shattered -dream. There is 
more stark injustice now than 
when the promise was made. 
For the future, however, we 
are all to “enjoy” a lower 
standard of living and we 
should love it because it rep¬ 
resents the “new society.” 
and consequently, by defini¬ 
tion, is good. 

So it’s tough to toast the fu¬ 
ture. But hope springs eter¬ 
nal, and all that, so Happy 
New Year!

I be¬ 
lieve that the best deterrent 
to this epidemic of thefts is 
the system of bicycle licens¬ 
ing.

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To days summit may prove crucial 

African leaders meet 
to debate Angola issue 


By MICHAEL MALIK, from Nairobi 

African heads of state gather in Addis Ababa today 
as the Organization of African Unity (OAU) tries to 
bring peace to war-torn Angola. 

The Angolan civil war is as potentially dangerous 
to African stability as the Congo crisis was a decade 
ago. Because of its resources, Angola is a rich prize. 
But it has become a political spider’s web, enmeshing 
the future of detente between the United States and the 
Soviet Union and the survival of white rule in southern 
Africa. 

African leaders will decide whether to abide by a 
previous decision, taklen ait the Kampala summit of 
1975, to support the idea of a government of national 
unity among Angola’s three rival factions or formally 
recognize toe Luanda government of toe Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement for the Liberation of Angola 
(MPLA), led by Dr. Agostinho Neto. 

★ ★ ★ 

Since toe Kampala decision, African sentiment ap¬ 
pears to be running in favor of the MPLA, with about 
20 of toe 47 OAU members already recognizing toe Neto 
group. None has recognized the rival “government.” 
Observers suggest toe OAU summit will likely extend 
formal recognition of Neto, perhaps tied to some com¬ 
promise formula. 

African sympathy for toe MPLA—added to toe sup¬ 
plies of Soviet^ arpis $nd Cuban troops it has received 
— has increased with South African intervention in sup¬ 
port of toe two rival groups, toe National Front for toe 
Liberation of Angola (FNLA) and toe National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola (UNITA). 

South Africa’s admission that its troop* are operat¬ 
ing inside Angola has tended to switcly&frican moral 
indignation away from Soviet interference to criticism 
of toe FNLA-UNTTA* groups which are getting South Af¬ 
rican support. Some diplomatic sources here suggest 
there is no African country which would dare openly 
oppose OAU condemnation of South African interfer¬ 
ence, and this may easily be converted into a formal 
resolution backing the-MPLA. 

★ ★ ★ 

In toe last few weeks there has been intensive dip¬ 
lomatic activity to prepare positions for toe summit. 

President Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia paid his first 
visit in seven years to Kenya to urge President Jomo 
Kenyatta to support a government of national unity in 
Angola with FNLA-UNTTA participation. At the end of 
the meeting, Kenya declared its support for Zambia’s 
proposal. But in recent weeks Kenya has remained 
silent. 

From Kenya, Kaunda visited Tanzania where he 
met President Julius Nyerere and Mozambique Pres¬ 
ident Samora Machel, but made little impression on 
two of MPLA’s strongest supporters. 

With Kenya playing a vital role as a rtsspected 
moderate government in English-speaking Africa, it 
also received a visit from Somali Foreign Minister 
Omar Ateh, who also visited several countries covering 
Kaunda’s tracks with exactly toe opposite intention. 

Meanwhile, William Schaufele, U.S. assistant state 


secretary for African Affairs, has toured Zaire, Ca¬ 
meroon. Gabon, Ivory Coast and Senegal —■ countries 
opposed to recognition of the MPLA — to give them 
moral support. But toe American position has become 
complicated and weakened by South Africa’6 admission 
of involvement and by U.S. Senate action to cut off 
funds' for military support of FNLA-UNTTA. 

★ ★ ★ 

A month ago, with Soviet and Cuban aid swinging 
the military balance firmly in MPLA’s favor in toe 
field, it appeared that toe United States and possibly 
other Western countries might intervene to stop a 
complete Marxist victory. 

But politically, South Africa’s support for FNLA- 
UNITA has been a disaster far the West, which finds it¬ 
self in danger of appearing to be supporting apartheid 
against African nationalism. The U.S. felt increased 
diplomatic resistance in Africa last year and the pros¬ 
pect of being labelled as collaborators with South 
Africa might be a political disaster. 

The U.S. Senate’s desire not to become involved in 
a situation which might become another Vietnam has 
also hampered State Secretary Henry Kissinger’s hopes 
for reducing Soviet penetration in Africa. 

Deprived of funds, the U.S. state department’s only 
major card left is to apply direct diplomatic pressure 
on the Soviet Union to withdraw from Angola. Kissinger 
has warned that Moscow’s continued role in Angola 
threatens Soviet-American detente. 

Pitesdcbent Ford has maintained that toe U.S. is 
making some headway in urging the Russians to end 
their military role in Angola. He also indicated toe U.S. 
is providing funds for African countries aiding the anti- 
MPLA forces though he emphasized that the U.S. is not 
training foreign mercenaries for that purpose. 

★ ★ ★ 

For South Africa, it appears that without open mili¬ 
tary aid from other countries, she either will be left 
with a protracted w r ar which eventually she might lose 
or will have to pull out and leave Angola to its own 
fate. 

The South African government has indicated a 
willingness to pull back as long as its vital interest in 
the Cunene River dam on the Angolan border with 
'South-West Africa is guaranteed and providing the 
South-West African Peoples Organization (SWAPO) will 
stop using Angolan territory as a guerrilla refuge. 

President Idi Amin of Uganda, current OAU chair¬ 
man, publicly supports a proposed coalition govern¬ 
ment for Angola but more recently has indicated will¬ 
ingness to recognize the MPLA if this becomes toe OAU 
majority view. 

. Diplomatic sources here see the probable OAU out¬ 
come as a shift toward recognition of the MPLA, 
perhaps linked with a compromise formula calling on 
the MPLA government to negotiate with its rivals. But 
OAU decisions are not binding on member govern¬ 
ments. 

Whatever the summit decides, there is little doubt 
that Zaire — which backs the FNLA as well as indepen¬ 
dence for oil-rich Cabinda — will continue to oppose 
MPLA and Soviet intervention.

Trustees seek guidelines guidance 


Trustees from the five south 
Island school boards will meet 
in Victoria Friday to discuss 
the effect of federal wage 
guidelines on arbitrated tea¬ 
cher salaries. 

The B.C. School Trustees 
Association (BCSTA) has rec¬ 
ommended to school boards 
that they follow one of three 
options: 

• Pay the salaries as set 
by arbitration boards: 

• Pay the difference be¬ 
tween the arbitration award 
and the salries allowable 
under the federal program 
into trust, until the matter is 
resolved, or: 

• Set aside about 5 per 
cent of the new salaries in 
trust. While similar to the 
second option, it may be more 
acceptable because it is not 
yet known what salary levels 
will be allowed. 


A Greater Victoria school 
board official said Wednesday 
he had received conflicting re¬ 
ports about hew to handle the 
salaries. Teachers are paid 
once a month and their Jan¬ 
uary pay must include the ar¬ 
bitrated increase, under the 
Schools Act. 

Federal guidelines do not 
affect agencies of the provin¬ 
cial government until the 
province signs an agreement 
w ith Ottawa. 

A cabinet anti-inflation 
committee is now studying 
B.C.’s response to the federal 
program and a decision is ex¬ 
pected shortly. 

The BCSTA spokesman said 
trustees had been unable to 
meet Education Minister Dr. 
Pat McGeer for clarification 
on the effect of the guidelines 
because tWe minister is “up to 
his ears with ICBC.” 


Horner lashes

OTTAWA (CP) — Jack 
Homer, the Alberta rancher- 
candidate for the Progressive 
Conservative leadeship, heat¬ 
ed the campaign Wednesday 
with an attack on other can¬ 
didates. 

At a news conference, the 
17-year MP for Crowfoot was 
highly critical of some other 
candidates, notably those 
from Quebec. 

Horner, 48, speaking mostly 
from a prepared statement, 
said the main leadership bat¬ 
tle will be fought in Ontario.

VANCOUVER (UPI) — A 
contender for the Conserva¬ 
tive party leadership warned 
Wednesday that union 
lawlessness — typified by re¬ 
cent “anarchy” in the Quebec 
construction industry — is 
gaining support in other parts 
of Canada. 

Montreal lawyer Brian 
Mulroney challenged govern¬ 
ment leaders to take a tough 
stand to halt the “frightening 
phenomenon.” 

“Unless this trend is firmly 
arrested, one day we, as Ca¬ 
nadians, shall all pay a heavy 
price for our indifference,” he 
told the Canadian Club of 
Vancouver. “Good laws are of

Mulroney, who was a 
member of the Cliche royal 
commission set up in 1974 to 
probe violence in the Quebec 
construction industry, blamed 
the problem on a decade of

Mulroney also blamed the 
“politicization” o f trade 
unions for union lawlessness. 

The distinction in workers* 
minds between a ‘legal’ and 
‘illegal’ strike had become 
blurred, he said.- The federal 
sector alone had been hit by 
about 30 unlawful work stop¬ 
pages since bargaining began 
in the public service.

Curare 
hinted 
in deaths 


ORADELL, N.J. (UPI) — 
Authorities said Wednesday 
the bodies of five persons 
among 13 who died' suspi¬ 
ciously In 1966 at a small New 
Jersey, hospital will be ex¬ 
humed t> determine if they 
w’ere killed with the drug 
curare in the hands of a South 
American doctor. 

Joseph Woodcock, Bergen 
County prosecutor, said three 
bodies buried in New Jersey 
and two .in New York City 
would be exhumed in the next 
week for tests for curare, a 
muscle-relaxing drug which 
South American Indians use 
on arrowtips. 

The inquiry centered on Ki- 
verdeH Hospital, a small os- 
teopathio hospital in Oradell 
where authorities believe at 
least nine of 13 suspicious 
deaths in 1966 might be relat¬ 
ed to an overdose of the drug, 
used as a muscle re!axer dur¬ 
ing surgery. 

“Given the background and 
knowing what the patients 
suffered from, the cause of 
deaths attributed on the death 
certificates is a medical im¬ 
possibility, "^Woodcock said. 

At the time of the deaths, 
which spanned an 11-month 
period, Dr. Stanley Harris, 
now administrator of the hos¬ 
pital, told authorities he saw 
curare present in the locker 
of a doctor who frequently 
treated Harris' patients. 



OTTAWA (CP) — The transport depart¬ 
ment reversed itself in 1972 in granting Sky 
Shops Export Ltd. a five-year extension on 
>^he lease for its duty-free shop at Montreal 
International Airport at Dorval, Elmer 
.MacKay (PC—Central Nova) said Wednes¬ 
day. 

At a news conference, MacKay produced 
u letter and telegram from two senior trans¬ 
port officials in 1970 telling Sky Shops that 
the airport lease would he put up for public- 
lender in 1975. 

That decision was reversed in July. 1972. 
when the lease'was extended to 1980. A few 


months later, shareholders sold out to P. 
Lawson Travel. 

The shareholders included Liberal Senator 
Louis Giguere, a party fund-raiser in Mon¬ 
treal, who bought 5,000 shares of Sky Shops 
stock for 55.000 in June, 1972, and sold it in 
November. 1972, for $100,000. 

Major shareholders had sold part of their 
holdings to Senator Giguere at $1 a share 
four months before Lawson paid $20 a share 
and six months after an offer to shareholders 
of stock at $15 a share, MacKay said. He 
asked why they would take an “extraordi¬ 
nary loss” on the sale to Senator Giguere.

Stoner, then deputy minister of traasport. to 
Sky Shops president Louis Lapointe in June. 
1970. telling Lapointe the le§se would not be 
extended beyond Nov. 30.

MacKay said that Chevrier. member o! 
the Montreal law firm of Geoffrion and 


Prud’homme, was probably hired because he 
would be influential in trying to further Sky 
Shops’ interests. Chevrier had been transport 
miniater from 1945 to 1954 and a member of 
the^Mackenzie King, St. Laurenl and Pearson 
cabinets.

OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral target for housing pro¬ 
duction ir? 1975 was surpassed 
and the outlook is bright for 
several months at least, say 
Central Mortgage and Hous-. 
ing Corp. officials. 

CMHC released some pre¬ 
liminary year-end figures 
Wednesday showing the build¬ 
ing industry began construc¬ 
tion of more than 230,000 
housing units, well above the 
government’s minimum .goal 
of 210,000. 

This goal was achieved 
after a strong upsurge in con¬ 
struction in the last half of the 
ytar. CMHC officials said 
they expected this trend to 
continue for several months 
as mortgage lending activity 
is heavy. 

The main question facing 
the building industry this year 
is the reaction of potential 


home buyers to the federal • 
anti-inflation program, one of¬ 
ficial said. It was still unclear 
how the anti-inflation mea¬ 
sures will affect demand for 
new homes. 

Construction 1 of more than 
222,000 uqits was begun in 
1974 and a record 268.529 w^re 
started in 1973. The Economic 
Council of Canada has recom¬ 
mended a target of 250,000 
starts a year. * 

Bernard Denault of Mon¬ 
treal, president of the Housing 
and Urban Development Asso¬ 
ciation, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview he was pleased with 
the results and believed the 
1976 federal goal of 235.000 
starts would be met. 

“In fact, I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised to see that figure reach 
240,000 or 245,000 starts,” he 
said. 

There are indications 


enough mortgage money is 
available to reach the federal 
objective. 

The house building industry 
went into a nosedive in mid- 

1974 and did no recover until 
the last half of 1975. Even 
Urban Affairs Minister Bar¬ 
ney Danson said last summer 
he doubted the 210-000 start 
target would be reached. 

Urban starts for all types of 
residential construction in 

1975 reached 181,268, up seven 
per cent from 169,437 in 1974. 

Apartment construction 
rose to 97,438 from 91,278 a 
year earlier while single fami¬ 
ly home starts totalled 83,830, 
up from 78,159 in 1974. 

In December alone, starts 
in urban - areas amounted to 
19,180, a 105 per cent increase 
from 9,358 in the same month 
a year earlier. 

Ontario and Manitoba were 


the oiriy provinces where 
housing starts were lower in 
1975 than in 1974. a CMHC of¬ 
ficial said. Both provinces 
were about five [>er cent 
under 1974 totals. Saskatche¬ 
wan had the largest percent¬ 
age increase — 59 per cent

tHe gas at the other end of the 
line at the U.S. border. Cur¬ 
rent shortages have restricted 
and even reduced volumes 
that B.C. is able to sell to U.S. 
customers now. 

Canadian Arctic is one of 
two consortiums currently ap¬ 
pearing at National Energy 
Board hearings in Ottawa, 
seeking permission to build a 
large-diameter line from the 
delta into Alberta. 

Westcoast is part of a sec¬ 
ond consortium, Foothills 
Pipeline Ltd., which, if al¬ 
lowed, would build a pipeline 
of slightly smaller dimensions 
(42 inches wide instead of 48 
as planned by Arctic). 

The major difference be¬ 
tween the two applications is 
that Arctic plans include mov¬ 
ing gas from Prudhoe Bay in 
Alaska for sale in the south¬ 



ern part of the U.S. and the 
FoothillR project would obtain 
its natural gas only from the 
Delta and distribute it for Ca¬ 
nadian consumption only. 

Harvie feals that his group 
is in position to build the line 
faster — and cheaper if one 
measures the volume of gas 
delivered against the cost of 
construction. 


TMp Arctic Gas executive 
detailed some of Westcoast’s 
testimony before the NEB 
hearing.

He told the Canadian Club 
that Westcoast’s figures for 
1974 showed fhaTsu'pply fell 
short of meeting total demand 
by nearly 37 billion cubic feet, 
or 9 per cent.

Delay biggest gas worry

$19 billion for Canada 


OTTAWA (CP) - A north¬ 
ern pipeline linking Alaskan 
and Mackenzie delta gas to 
markets would provide the 
country net financial return of 
519 billion at current world oil 
prices, Canadian Arctic Gas 
Pipeline Ltd. says. 

In a filing to the National 
Energy Board released 
'Wednesday, the company said 
results of its study “clearly 
demonstrate the project’s eco¬ 
nomic feasibility from a na¬ 
tional benefit-cost point of 
view.” 


It says in the filing, submit¬ 
ted at the request of the 
board; that the cost of the 
pipeline as w'ell as investment 
by the oil companies to pro¬ 
duce gas in the Mackenzie 
River delta will total about 
511 billion. 

Based on a price equivalent 
to a world oil price of $11, 
delta gas sold in Canada 
would yield 523 billion over 25 
years. At the same time, tar¬ 
iffs for transporting Alaskan 
gas across Canada And the 
net benefits of foreign invest¬ 


ment in the project would 
total 57 billion. 

The total income generated 
by the project would be 530 
billion and even after sub¬ 
tracting costs of 511 billion, 
there will be a net return of 
519 billion, the company says. 

And, says Arctic Gas, the 
benefits “increase drama¬ 
tically with increases in the 
international oil price, which 
translate directly into in¬ 
creases in the value of Cana¬ 
dian gas.”

Gray went on to say that 
Arctic Gas also has tentative 
plans to approach the Canadi¬ 
an and U.S. government for 
"backstop” funds to provide 
assurances against cost over¬ 
runs that might be required 
for first mortgage bond hold¬ 
ers. 

He said that the pipeline, 
like most others, would be fin¬ 
anced by 25 per cent equity 
shares and 75 per cent by 
bonds. 

Harvie said that the NEB 
should be able to come up 
with its findings before the 
end of this year. The entire 
proposal, finances included, 
would then be presented to 
the cabinet for approval and 
work could begin in 1977. This 
would mean delivery to the 
major pipelines in the south 
by 1981. 


assumes the discovery and 
development of 450 billion 
cubic feet of new B.C. gas 
reserves per year, or double 
tHe rate of new reserve addi¬ 
tions during the past five 
years.” 

After pointing out West¬ 
coast’s assoclaiton with the 
Foothills group and its dif¬ 
ficulties in projected short¬ 
falls. Harvie said that West¬ 
coast claims that there is no 
rush for approval or comple¬ 
tion of the proposed Foothills 
pipeline. 

"I suggest that Westcoast is 
not really concerned with the 
need to secure Delta gas sup¬ 
plies as soon as possible. Nor 
is its real concern the risks of 
‘undue haste’ in the regulato¬ 
ry process, which has been 
underway for nearly two 
years and certainly shows no 
sign of excessive haste. 

“I suggest that the real rea¬ 
son is that there are not yet 
sufficient reserves to proceed 
with the Foothills project and 
there is no assurance as to 
when there might be suf¬ 
ficient reserves,” Harvie said. 

Harvie emphasized the im¬ 
portance of Speedy govern¬ 
ment decision. 

“THe results of deferring 
for a further four or five 
years a final decision on the 
movement of Mackenzie Delta 


gas in anticipation of a Delta- 
only pipeline are not difficult 
to anticipate,” he told his au¬ 
dience. 

“First, the U.S., under 
these circumstances, would 
almost certainly proceed with 
the I£1 Paso project to' move 
Alaskan North Slope gas by 
liquified natural gas tankers 
along the coast of B.C. to Ca¬ 
lifornia. 

“Second, Delta gas supplies 
would remain unavailable 
until four or five years after 
adequate reserves had been 
discovered to justify construc¬ 
tion of a Delta-only pipeline. 
Instead of coming on stream 
“perhaps” in 1983 or 1984, it 
would more likely be “per¬ 
haps" in 1985, or 1986, or 1987, 
or some other “perhaps" 
year. 

“Third, available gas supplies 
would remain well below 
Westcoast’s market require¬ 
ments at least until the exist¬ 
ing export contract with 
Northwest Pipeline termi¬ 
nates in 1989.

Syncrude deal shaky? 


By HOWARD COLLINS 

OTTAWA (CP) — The Al¬ 
berta government “appears to 
be welshing” on an agree¬ 
ment Jast yeur that saved the 
Syncrude Canada Ltd. oil 
sands project from collapse, 
Energy Minister Alastair Gil¬ 
lespie charged Wednesday. 

An oral agreement that 
brought investment from the 
governments was made 
almost a year ago, but the 
written agreements still have 
not been completed, the min¬ 
ister said. 

“The province is dragging 
its feet on it,” the minister 
said in an interview. 

One of the main points still 
at issue is the ownership of 
six leases held by the original 
partners in the consortium, 
set up to develop oil from the 
sands. 

Atlantic Richfield Canada 


Ltd. (Arco), the company that 
withdrew its 30 per cent share 
in the consortium, causing 
fears the whole operation 
would collapse, still holds a 
share in the six leases, the 
minister said. 

“There is no doubt that 
under the deal Arco’s share of 
those leases was to go to the 
new government °partners," 

he said. 

“But for reasons that aren’t 
all that clear Alberta fs very 
reluctant, it would appear, to 
Iwnor that part of the com¬ 
mitment.” 

He said he hopes to find out 
the province’s reasons for its 
lack of action when he meets 
today in Edmonton with Al¬ 
berta Energy Minister Don 
Getty. 

“It’s a matter of great con¬ 
cern to me and to the gover- 
ment of Ontario,” Mr. Gille¬ 
spie said.

He said he was surprised at 
Gillespie’s comments since 
the matter was “Hardly men¬ 
tioned” at the time the agree¬ 
ment was reached and he has 
spoken to Gillespie only once 
about it. 

Getty also denied that the 
province was taking a long 
time to sign the agreement, 
which is still only verbal. 

“We’d like to sign it right 
now,” he said, adding tHat the 
reason for the delay was the 
amount of legal work involved 
in an agreement dealing with 
three major oil companies 
and three governments.

When Arco pulled out last 
year after the projected costs 
of the plant doubled to $2 bil¬ 
lion, the remaining partners— 
Imperial Oil Ltd., Gulf Oil 
Canada Ltd. and Canada-Ci- 
ties Service Ltd.—threatened 
to end the operation unless 
they found new partners. 

It was saved by an invest¬ 
ment from three govern¬ 
ments: $300 million from Ot¬ 
tawa, $200 million from Alber¬ 
ta and $100 million from On¬ 
tario. Alberta also agreed to 
build a needed pipeline and 
utility plant. 

The Syncrude plant itself 
will use oil sands from two 
leases. But when first set up 
the consortium was given 
rights to six additional leases. 

Last year when it agreed to 
invest in the project, Ottawa 
said one of the reasons was 
the additional leases, which 
provided room for additional 
oil sands extraction plants. 

The minister said the prov¬ 
inces can, declare Arco in de¬ 
fault on the project and take 
back the additional leases, 
sharing them among current 
partners. 

Mr. Gillespie said he also is 
upset over the province’s posi¬ 


tion on the pipeline and utility 
plant they promised to build. 

The new Alberta Energy 
Carp, has been given respon¬ 
sibility for those facilities, but 
is demanding a rate of return 
on investment of 30 per cent 
for the pipeline and 20 per 
cent for the power plant. 

Ottawa, Ontario and the 
three oil companies feel that 
the return is. “excessively 
high,” he said. 

“It’s a matter of negotiation 
so I don’t want to say exactly 
what the return should be, but 
the figures should be lower 
than that," the minister said. 

He said the Alberta govern¬ 
ment already is “getting a 
hell of a good deal” on the 
project. It collects all poten¬ 
tial royalties, income from 


use of the pipeline and power 
plant and has an option to 
increase its ownership share 
in the project.

Statistics Canada reported 
that the index of real domes¬ 
tic product dropped three- 
tenths of 1 percent from Sep¬ 
tember. 

A Statistics Canada official 
said the postal strike did not 
significantly affect collection 
of data. 

This represented a down¬ 
turn after two quarters of 
growth in the gross national 
product (GNP), a similar but 
more widely used measure of 
production by the national 
economy. 

GNP. which is compiled 
quarterly, showed national 
economic growth of three- 
tenths of 1 percent in tiie sec¬ 
ond quarter of 1975 and 
growth of one per cent in the 
July-September quarter. 

This followed a prolonged 
business slump in which the 
GNP declined for four succes¬ 
sive quarters, tfte worst de¬ 
cline since the 1930s. 

The Statistics Canada 
spokesman said the October 
decline in the real domestic 
product, which is measured 
monthly, casts doubt on 
whether the 1976 fourth- 
quarter GNP will post con¬ 
tinued growth. 

However, he said it is not 
possible to make accurate 
predictions on the basis of the 
single month’s figures. 

The October decline was at¬ 
tributed primarily to output in 
the forest industry, which was 
down 21.5 per cent, a decline 
of four-tenths of 1 per cent in 
the manufacturing sector and 
a 3 per cent drop in the com¬ 
munication industry.

Laser will spot ball 


NEW YORK (AP) - A laser beam which 
will take the guesswork out of spotting the 
football will be used in a major game for the 
first time in the Senior Bowl at Mobile, Ala., 
Sunday.

Newcastle ousts Rangers 


NEW YORK (AP) — New 
York Hangers, continuing 
their season-long shakeup, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday night the 
firing of coach Ron Stewart 
and replaced him with John 
Ferguson, who also will take 
over the recently-vacated gen¬ 
eral manager’s position with 
the National Hockey League 
team. 

Ferguson. 37, former left 
winger with Montreal Cana- 
diens, signed a multi-year 
contract. He was to meet the 
team at its Long Beach, N.Y., 
practice facilities this morn¬ 
ing and was to be introduced 
to reporters at a news confer¬ 
ence later in the day. 

“We are indeed fortunate to 
have obtained a person of 
John’s knowledge and ability 
for the position,” said a pre¬ 
pared statement issued by the 
office of team president Wil¬ 
liam M. Jennings. Less than 
24 hours earlier, Jennings had 
made the decision to relieve 
Emile Francis of the general 
manager’s duties he had held 
since Oct. 30,1964. 

“I have tremendous respect 
and admiration for John, and 
I am certain he will do an 
outstanding job for the Ran¬ 
gers,” the statement said. 

“Obviously, it is a tremen¬ 
dous opportunity for me to 
join the Rangers,” said,a pre¬ 
pared statement by Ferguson, 
who had turned down the job 
before Stewart was signed to 
a three-year contract May 19, 


1975. “I welcome the opportu¬ 
nity and look forward to 
meeting the challenge that 
goes with it.” 

The challenge; that lies 
ahead is imposing, consider¬ 
ing the Rangers’ current posi¬ 
tion in last place of the Pa¬ 
trick Division, 14 points be¬ 
ll i n d third-place Atlanta 
Flames, who hold the final 
playoff spot in the section. 

The team, which has won 
only 15 of its 39 games, cur¬ 
rency owns the 14th-best de¬ 
fensive record in the 18-team 
league. 

Ferguson’s eight-season 
NHL career produced 145 
goals and 158 assists for 303 
points. He accumulated 1214 
penalty minutes during his ca¬ 
reer for an average of 152 
minutes a season, second 
highest in NHL history. 

During the eight-game 
Team Canada-Soviet series in 
1972, he served as an assis¬ 
tant coach of the all-star 
teams which barely won the 
series. 

The announcement followed 
a* whirlwind day of activity 
for Jennings, who within 
hours of firing Francis had in¬ 
terviewed }8 prospective can¬ 
didates for the job. It also 
ended speculation which had 
grown during recent weeks 
that Stewart would be fired 
from the Rangers’ helm. 

Jennings had said earlier 
that Ferguson had been 
among the final four can¬ 


didates, with one other having 
been former Montreal coach 
A1 McNeil. The names of the 
others were not disclosed, al¬ 
though Jennings insisted that 
no one contacted was current¬ 
ly employed by an NHL, 
World Hockey Associatoon or 
Central Hockey League team. 

Ferguson certainly fits the 
bill. He retired after the 1970- 
71 season to pursue interests 
which included color commen¬ 
tary for the Canadian Broad¬ 
casting Co., harness racing, 
professional lacrosse, a res¬ 
taurant and the clothing in¬ 
dustry. 

Wheelings and dealings by 
the Rangere management 
since the 1975-76 campaign 
began have left the club with 
just 12 players who were with 
the team last season, their 
second coach within seven 
months and a rtew general 
manager. 

Among the players who 
started the season but since 
have been traded or waived 
are: goalies Ed Giacomin and 
Gilles Villemure; centres 
Derek Sanderson and Jean 
Ratelle, and defencemen Brad 
Park and Joe Zanussi. 

Francis had coached the 
team on three different oc¬ 
casions, compiling a winning 
percentage of .606-second- 
hlghest to Montreal’s Toe 
Blake in NHL history — on a 
record of 347 victories, 209 
losses and 98 ties. This is Fer¬ 


guson’s first attempt at regu¬ 
lar-season coaching. 

Jennings’ statement Tues¬ 
day night that Stewart's fu¬ 
ture “will be decided by the 
new general manager” was 
followed by the departure of 
the 43-year-old Stewart, who 
said on the day of his hiring’: 
"I’m not Were cm a three- 
month holiday.” 

Francis had replaced 
George “Red” Sullivan during 
the 1965-66 season, took over 
for Bemie Geoffrion during 
the 1968-69 campaign, and 
supplanted Larry Popein dur¬ 
ing the 1973-74 season.

The Victoria owner has en-t 
tered his 1975 Chevelle in the 
Daytona 500 NASCAR stock- 
car # race in Daytona, Florida 
next* month and has chosen 
Smith to handle the driving 
chores. 

The 500 carries a purse of 
$325,000 — $45,000 to the win¬ 
ner — and the Feb. 15 race 
will be televised live on the 
ABC network. 

If Smith can qualify he 
would become only the second 
Canadian ever to compete in 
the 200-lap race which annual¬ 
ly draws the top drivers in 
North America. 

Earl Ross of Ailsa Craig, 
Ont., the 1973 NASCAR rbokie 
of the year, is the only other 
Canadian to drive at Dytona. 
but Hershel McGriff of Bridal 
Veil, Oregon, a familiar fig¬ 
ure at Western Speedway, 
finished fifth at Daytona in

McGriff often drove Midg- 
ley’s cars in major West 
Coast eveents but Smith drove 
the Chevelle in the Los An¬ 
geles Times 500 at Ontario 
Motor Speedway in November 
and did a fine job. He quali¬ 
fied in the top 20 and was run¬ 
ning eighth when he was 
forced out of the race when a 
shock mount broke and the 
car bounced off the retaining 
wall. 

Midgley, Smith and me¬ 


chanic Ted McKenzie will tow 
the car the 5000 miles to Day¬ 
tona and expect to leave Vic¬ 
toria Feb. 1 in order to arrive 
well in advance of thie qualify¬ 
ing races/which begin Feb. 8. 

About 70 cars are expected 
to try for the 40 available 
berths in the main event. 

Meanwhile, the Vancouver 
Island Track Racing Associa¬ 
tion has made some changes 
in the rules for the 1976 super¬ 
stock season at Western. 

This year engines up to 
1970 models will be permitted 
and compact cars will be al¬ 
lowed to compete providing 
the wheel-basts are extended 
to 112-inches.

Juvenile court 


Less formal than adult criminal proceedings 
but the judge is still tough ivhen ifs needed

The judge addressed the 16-year-old by his 
first name, and looked him in the eye. 

“There’ll be none of this discussion of 
your moving out. or going to live elsewhere 
... or jacking around. There’ll .be no confu¬ 
sion about that," he said. 

The boy appearing in Victoria provincial 
court family division had stolen a small item 
from a downtown store. Judge Douglas 
Campbell placed him under total care of a 
foster father and ordered him to perform 40 
hours’ community work. 

The case was^a regular one in family 
court, where thie Colonist now plans some 
coverage of representative cases from the 
division which deals with the Juvenile Delin¬ 
quents Act, the Family Relations Act. the 
Protection of Children Act, and the Children 
ofTJnmarried Parents Act. 


Names cannot be used, except in unusual 
circumstances when names are made public 
by court order, said Campbell, who is head 
family court judge. 

He said family court cases were necessar¬ 
ily handled less formally than criminal court 
cases, and often involved discussion of possi¬ 
ble solutions right in the courtroom among 
social workers, relatives and others involved. 

Court was told this particular boy had 
been living with the foster father for some 
time. 

“In terms of the delinquency thing and 
being out 6n the streets, that’s better now,” 
said the father..“We’re just dealing now with 
the problems of growing up.” 

“I see you as the only key to the boy’s 
success,’’ Campbel told him. “I can't see, 
that punishment will do any good.’’ 

The boy is now bound to live with the vol¬ 
unteer father until further court order. 

Another juvenile that prosecutor Barry 


Mah-Ming said had an extensive criminal 
record, pleaded guilty to a break-in and was 
ordered held in custody until he can be ad¬ 
mitted to a correctional camp. Court was 
told there might not be room there for at 
least a week. 

Campbell carefully explained the 
seriousness of the charge, considering the ac¬ 
cused’s recent record, but the boy declined to 
consult a lawyer before plea. 

He was beginning to cry as his mother 
told the judge: “This is the first time he’s 
ally been sentenced. I hope this will smarten 
him up.” 

“I’m convinced you need to be punished. I 
think the only wa/ you're going to learn what 
goes on in life is to get hammered right be¬ 
tween the eyes," said the judge. 

The boy will spend six weeks at the camp. 

A third child appearing for breach of a 
court-ordered curfew of 9 p.m. had his cur¬ 
few tightened to 7 p.m. 

A fourth boy convicted of theft was iJaced

on a rehabilitation camp program and or¬ 
dered to do 40 hours’ community work, after 
Campbell discussed the possibility of proba¬ 
tion. 

“Probation is in my view a very serious 
step,” he told the boy’s mother and Human 
Resources personnel present. 

“I’m not going to complicate your life un¬ 
duly by placing you on probation,” he told 
the boy. 

"You can take it either way. You can ei¬ 
ther smarten up, or do it again and your life 
will become so controlled you won’t even be 
able to breathe. 

“When I do place you on probation, it will 
be so stringent you’ll have almost no control 
over your own activities.” 

“Now, you can have it either way.” 

Campbell said later he tried to deal with 
the children as “a judicious parqpt” would. 

Other provincial court judges also take 
family court matters. Juvenile cases are gen¬ 
erally handled Tuesdays and Wednesdays.

B.C. Telephone Co. believes 
people taking baths, making 
love, meditating or just enjoy¬ 
ing solitude at home should 
have the right to unplug their 
telephones. 

The company is moving to 
install plug-in phones over 
most of the province. 

Already one Victoria ex¬ 
change is going plug-in, with 
all new phones in the "38” 
area being converted as of 
about a week ago, a B.C, Tel 
spokesman in the city said 
Monday. 

He said the city can expect 
Phone-Mart stores of the type 
now in Vancouver’s West End 
by early 1977, where custom¬ 
ers may go to pick up or 
replace their equipment. 

Opposition to the scheme 
has come from the Federation 
for reasons of safety and pos¬ 
sible loss of jobs. 

“We have an assurance 
from the company it won’t 
mean less work for us. But 
this remains to be seen,” 
Sambrook said. 

Company spokesman Gra¬ 
ham Stuart said in Vancouver 
Monday: “We’ve said there 
will be no layoffs directly at¬ 
tributable to Phone-Mart.” 

And regarding safety, 
“usually people don’t unplug 
their phones,” he said. “But if 
a person does not want to be 
interrupted, they should have 
that right.” 

The comptmy does not like 
people to take their ordinary 
phones oft the hook, however, 
because some equipment is 
common to many phones. 

“It jams up the switches,” 
Stuart said. 

Most Victoria customers 
should have plug-in phones in 
1977, but none are yet planned 
for the rest of Vancouver Is¬ 
land, said Phone-Mart co-or- 
dinator Brendan McGuire. 

He put the number of Vic¬ 
toria homes with plug-ins at 
25,000 by the time a store is 
set up. 

"“I don’t look at safety as a 
problem,” McGuire said. 
“We’ve always had portable 
service. And the acceptance 
in the West End has been ter¬ 
rific.” 

About 23.000 phones in the 
high-density area of Van¬ 
couver are now plug-in after 
the program began in April, 
1974, he said. “The system is 
designed for the very built-up 
urban areas.” 

Plug-in phones are quicker 
to hook up because B.C. Tel 
does all the necessary switch¬ 
ing at its downtown head¬ 
quarters and the phone can be 
working in a day or less. In a 
home with plug-in phones, too, 
it costs only $10 to have ser¬ 
vice connected or changed if 
the subscriber does the plug¬ 
ging or unplugging, compared 
with the normal $16.50. 

And though the phones can 
be easily unhooked, there is a 
safety catch to discourage 
[>eople from doing so or to 
prevent their becoming ac¬ 
cidentally unhooked.

Phone union seeks 
anti-plug support 


The proposal to replace 
standard telephones with the 
self-sene concept of plug-in 
models constitutes a threat to 
public safety and means even¬ 
tual job loss, the Victoria 
Labor Council was told 
Wednesday night. 

On the request of Bill Clark, 
Vancouver business agent for 
the Federation of Telephone 
Workers, the labor council 
will ask federal authorities for 
a meeting to deal with the 
matter. 

Clark said his union was not 
opposed to limited use of 
plug-ins, but believed every 
home should have at least 
one standard phone connected 
at all times. 

Declaring that delayed re¬ 
sponse w'as the second largest 
reason for fires burning out of 
control, he said: 

“TheTe is no doubt in our 
minds that people Will get 
tired of telephones ringing 
and pull them out . . . and 
children playing will unplug 
them.” 

He said fire department, po¬ 
lice and safety officials all 
agreed that there should be at 
least one “constant” phone in 
each building. 

The self-serve concept, he 
said, w f as a “money-making 
gimmick” of General Tele¬ 
phones and Electronics of 


New York that would eventu¬ 
ally put telephone installers 
and repairmen out oLwork. 

In an interview afterward, 
Clark said his union repre¬ 
sented some 11,000 B.C. Tel 
emplovoes, of w h i c h about 
1,800 to 2,000 were installers 
and repairmen. 

He told council delegates 
the plug-in plan was being 


proposed in B.C., Ontario and 
Quebec. 

He said the big New York 
company w^ts viewing in¬ 
stallers as "loss leaders." 

“It wants to get rid of 
them.” 

His union is canvassing poli¬ 
ticians at all levels of govern¬ 
ment, asking that they “look 
very closely” at the scheme.

A year-long study into li¬ 
brary security at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria indicates that 
between 5,500 and 9,000 books 
are stolen in a year. 

The eight-page report, by 
university librarian Dean Hal- 
liweU, estimated that between 
0.9 and 1.5 per cent of the 
library’s nearly 600,000 vol¬ 
umes were lost through theft, 
and recommended Ihree w-ays 
to deal with the problem. 

1 The report said reintrodur- 
tion of the use of social exil- 
check personnel, on the same 
basis as when they were em¬ 
ployed up to 1973, would cost 
approximately $22,500 for 
about 4.700 man-hours a year. 
* with the cost escalating with 
wage increases. 

Introduction of a “Tattle- 
Taj>e” electronic system, in¬ 
volving detector strips of 
tapes on the books and sens¬ 
ing equipment similar to that 
used for airport security 
would be more costly initially 
but was recommended by the 
report. 

A complete system, in which 
all books would be covered, 
would cost $114,000, plus 
$9,000 annually to cover addi¬ 
tions at the projected rate of 
50.000 a year. 

A partial system, whereby 
only selected books would 
contain the electronic tape, 
Ivould cost $60,000 plus $3,000 
yearly. 

In both cases, the initial 
cost of buying the detection 
equipment would be $25,000. 

Dr. I. D. Pal. chairman of 
the univeristy's library com¬ 
mittee, told UVic’s senate 
meeting Wednesday night that 
the check-odf. system using se¬ 
curity personnel would result 
in long lineups during peak 
periods.

Other educational institu¬ 
tions, Pal said, had been 
using the Tattle-Tape system 
for about 10 years and found 
it successful. 

He said the system would not 
become obsolete, but he could 
not promise losses would be 
eliminated. But certainly re¬ 
duction would be substantial. 

Halliwell. questioned by 
members of the senate, said 
the system had extremely 
high reliability and, because 


of its solid-state makeup, low 
breakdown rate and high life 
expectancy. 

He also $aid no security 
personnel .currently employed 
in the library would be dis¬ 
placed by the introduction of 
the electronics sysBem. 

The senate passed a resolu¬ 
tion requesting president Dr. 
Howard Petch to look into the 
feasibility of implementing 
one of the alternatives pre¬ 
sented in HaHhvell’s report. 


Pornography wins 
over birth control 

If University of Victoria librarian Dean Halliwell’s 
report on library security is correct, UVic students are 
more interested in reading about sexual relations and 
pornography than about birth control, courtship and 
free love. 

In his analysis, Halliwell said the section dealing 
with sexual relations and pornography had an over-all 
loss rate cf more than 19 per cent, while the sections 
dealing with birth control, courtship and free love had 
a loss rate of slightly over 4 per cent. 


$5,530 

damages 
for burns 


A Supreme Court judge has 
awarded a Victoria woman 
$5,530.97 in damages for burns 
she received in Victoria Gen¬ 
eral Hospital as a patient in 
1973. 

Karen Len/.en, 41 at the 
time, was awarded general 
and specific damages in a 
. nine-page decision by Mr. 
Justice E. E. Hinkson follow¬ 
ing trial last fall. 

"Mrs. L e n z e n sustained 
first, second and third degree 
burns from her shoulder ‘ 
blades to her buttocks and 
Torn loin to loin.” said the 
jutkre in his decision. 

The ‘burns came after a 
K-pad heating device had 
been applied to her back. 

Mrs. Len/.en had sued the 
Southern Vancouver Island * 
Hospital Society, Dr. Welch- 
mann <* Billung-Meyer. Dr. 
George Rasmussen and nurse 
Louise Michaud, now Louise 
Wilcox. 

Hinkson dismissed the case 
against the doctors and said 
evidence disclosed no fault on 
their part. 

The patient was admitted to 
hospital May 30. 1973 after 
she slipped in her home and 
sustained a back injury. 

While there she asked for a 
hot-water bottle for her l>ack 
and was given the K-pad. a 
device which recirculates hot 
water in a pad. Three hours 
after application. Mrs. Wilcox 
turned Mi's. Len/.en on her 
side and saw r her back was 
red. but thought the rubber 
against the skin had caused 
the redness. 

The patient felt no pain at 
the time but had been receiv¬ 
ing injections to relieve se¬ 
vere back pain. 

A little later the pad was 
again applied for two hours 
during which the nurse 
finished her shift. 

The judge concluded that 
after the first application 
Mrs. Lenzen hid suffered a 
first-degree bum and Mrs. 
Wilcox did not appreciate that 
fact. 

“The defendant hospital is 
vicariouslv responsible for 
such negligence as Miss Mi¬ 
chaud was acting within the . 
scope of her employment ir? 
applying the K-pad,” added 
the judge.

Labor joins ICBC cry 


Victoria Labor Council con- 
c e r n e d with “exorbitant in¬ 
creases” and a possible bo¬ 
nanza for “loan sharks,” has 
added its voice to the many 
protesting the proposed dou¬ 
bling and tripling of car insur¬ 
ance rates. 

Council delegates approved 
an executive board resolution 
Wednesday night that calls on 
the provincial government to 
take a number of steps for the 
protection of motorists. 

Since the premiums are 
controlled by-the government- 
run ICBC, the resolution asks 
that time payments be al¬ 
lowed for low-income people 


“to curtail loan-sharking by 
finance companies.” 

The government is repor¬ 
tedly studying the possibility 
of instalment payments and 
other means of softening the 
blow. 

When the pro[>osed in¬ 
creases were announced last 
Friday, Dr. Pat McGeer, cab¬ 
inet minister responsible for 
ICl^C, said complete pay¬ 
ments for 1976 would have to 
be made by the Marqh 1 due 
date. 

The council is also urging 
the government to: 

• Reduce the 7 per cent 


commission paid insurance 
agents; 

• Continue non-profit car 
insurance and prevent private 
companies from re-entering 
the field; 

• Eliminate deficits over a 
long period of time and sub¬ 
sidize ICBC over a shorter 
period of time with taxes 
from the sale of gasoline. 

The council will also protest 
the proposed, but as yet un¬ 
specified, increase in fares for 
B.C. Ferries service. 

There was some opposition 
to this from delegates who 
thought it might be reason¬ 
able to increase fares that 
hadn’t changed in 25 years. 


There’s trouble brewing at 
the Capital Region Board over 
just how many engineers it 
takes to prepare desigffe for 
the proposed $8-millk)n Clover 
Point sewage outfall. 

To date, two firms of con¬ 
sulting engineers have spent 
an estimated $412,000. 

When the region board was 
told Wednesday that both 
firms would supervise part of 
the project’s construction, 
some directors objected. 

When they learned that in 
addition td that, the regional 
engineering department would 
hire several engineers to su¬ 
pervise part of the project’s 
construction, they decided it 
was time to take another look 
at the matter. 

Any decision of who will su¬ 
pervise what was tabled for 
three weeks. During that 
time, directors for Victoria, 
Saanich and Oak Bay will dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

Several years ago, the re¬ 
gion board let the contract for 
the design of the sewer proj¬ 
ect to tw r o engineering firms 
— Ker, Priestman and As¬ 
sociates and Associated Engi¬ 
neering Services Ltd. 


One was to look after the 
design of all installations on 
land, including pumping sta¬ 
tions, the other was to design 
the underwater facilities, in¬ 
cluding a 6,500-foot outfall. 


If the three municipalities 
decide to use one firm only 
for the supervision of the 
project’s actual construction, 
the board’s public works com¬ 
mittee will choose which firm 
will get the job. 


Capital region wants 
B.C. under guidelines 


Unless the provincial gov¬ 
ernment agrees with Ottawa 
to apply the federal anti-infla¬ 
tion guidelines in B.C., the 
Capital Region may face un¬ 
necessarily high wage settle¬ 
ments.

Miffed Wallace plans separate Tory body 


Some federal Tories active¬ 
ly obstructed the provincial 
wing during the Dec. 11 elec¬ 
tion campaign, provincial 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said Wednesday.

To prevent the situation 
from arising again in the next 
provincial election, the Con¬ 
servatives are setting up a 
provincial campaign commit¬ 
tee w’hich will begin work im¬ 
mediately. Wallace said. » 


Under the Conservative 
Party * constitution,- party 
members belong to both the 
federal and provincial wings. 

Wallace said he talked to 
provincial party president 
Tony Saunders Wednesday, 
and Saunders told him that 
Wallace’s comments were da¬ 
maging the party. 

During tWe telephone con¬ 
versation. Wallace said it was 
also decided to hold the regu¬ 
lar party executive meeting - 
Feb. 1. The meeting had been 
'set, without consulting Wal¬ 


lace, for Jan. 17 and Wallace 
said he had made previous 
commitments and would not 
be able to attend on that date. 

The Oak Bay MLA a»d sole 
Conservative in the 55-seat 
Legislature, said he did not 
want to name those Tories 
w'ho obstructed th*e provincial 
election effort. 

But he did say that in the 
Fort Geopge riding, two-thirds 
of the constituency executive 
did not appear at the meeting 
where Tory candidate A1 An- 
derton was chosen.

After Anderton’s nomina¬ 
tion, several members of the 
executive pressured him to 
withdraw.

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Of aU the potted plants 
commonly given as Christmas 
gifts, I believe the one with 
the most interesting history is 
the cyclamen. Most of us 
common folks call it SIKE-la- 
men although the scholars 
insist the proper pronuncia¬ 
tion is SICK-la-men. 

The variety commonly sold 
by florists is known as the 
Persian cyclamen, although 
its native home is not Iran but 
in the Greek and Turkish is¬ 
lands of the eastern Mediter¬ 
ranean. 

The flowers, like delicately 
poised tropica] butterflies, 
come in either pure white or 
in a very distinct shade of 
pink — so distinctive, in fact, 
that "cyclamen” is a recog¬ 
nized color in fabric and 
dressmaking circles. 

* ★ ★ 

The plant was known to 
physicians and apothecaries 
long before it was ever potted 
up as an ornamental subject. 

It was believed to aid in the 
cure of baldness, but its 
greatest value was to assist in 
childbirth, for which it was 
considered so potent that one 
16th century treaties warns 


"It is perillous for weomen 
with chylde to go over this 
roote,” and John Gerard, in 
1595, was at pains to fence in 
his cyclamen with a pallisade

of sticks, lest any good ma¬ 
tron, stepping over them, 
should have a miscarriage! 

★ ★ ★ 

This is a tuberous plant, 
grown from a hairy bulb 
something like that of a glox¬ 
inia, and one question I am 
often asked is whether this 
bulb can be saved to gorw 
and bloom another year. It 
can, although its performance 
is erratic and completely un¬ 
predictable. 

I had a letter from one lady 
who tells me she has had the 
same plant now for seven 
years — a huge thing, cover¬ 
ed In bloom, and with a big, 
flat bulb almost the size of a 
saucer. 

By the same token, I know 
of many oasses where a saved 
bulb has pushed up only a few 
spindly shoots of no use what¬ 
ever. 

★ ★ ★ 

By all means, try your hand 
at keeping your gift plant 
over a second year — I’ll give 
you all the pointers I can — 
but don’t be too disappointed 
if the gamble doesn’t come 
off. 

In its wild state and in Sts 
native islands, die cyclamen 
does all its growing and 
blooming in the Mediterra¬ 
nean winter, dying down and 
going dormant when the 
weather becomes hot. 

In the home, therefore, the . 


most important factor in 
keeping it blooming is the 
temperature. It will remain in 
bloom at least twice as long 
at 15 degrees as at 20 C., and 
still longer at a cool 12 C. 

★ ★ ★ 

The plant thrives under 
about the same light condi¬ 
tions as an African violet — 
plenty of light, but not much 
hdt, direct sunshine. 

A south or west window 
wouldn't be too bright for it at 
this season of the year, but it 
would be much too brilliant 
and too hot in summer, espe¬ 
cially in late August when 
new, tender shoots are push¬ 
ing up. 

Watering a cyclamen is a 
bit tricky, for a big plant with 
lots of leaves is a hound for 
water, particularly In a warm 
room. 

By the same token, the bulb 
and its roots will rot if the soil 
is allowed to remain soggy 
and sodden for any great 
length of time. 

A good technique is to feel 
the soil daily with your finger¬ 
tips, but wait until it is defini¬ 
tely dry to the touch before 
watering, then give plenty. 

★ ★ ★ 

Take it to the kitchen sink 
and sit it in a pan of warm, 
not hot, water until the sur¬ 
face is moist, then stand it on 
the drainboard to drain 
thoroughly before putting it 


back in its saucer. Water 
standing in the saucer will rot 
the roots. 

When no more flower buds 
appear, you can start "wean¬ 
ing” your plant by cutting 
down gradually on its water. 
An abrupt cut-off is too much 
of a shock; the idea is to ease 
the pliant gently into its. rest¬ 
ing period rather than knock¬ 
ing it out cold. 

When the leaves start dry¬ 
ing and change color, quit wa¬ 
tering and store it, still in its 
pot, in the basement. When 
the top growth is quite dead 
and dry, cut it down to soil 
level. 

★ ★ ★ 

Once you have the bulb sa¬ 
fely slumbering, watering 
may be resumed, but VERY 
sparingly. Moisten the soil 
once a month with about half 
a cupful of water — barely 
enough to keep the bulb from 
shrivelling but not enotigh to 
start it into growth. 

Next August, shake the bulb 
out of its pot and repot it into 
fresh soil; any kind which will 
grow good African violets will 
suit the cyclamen. 

Plant shallowly, with the 
bulb only just barely covered, 
making sure it is right side 
up. Bring to a cool east or 
north window, water sparing¬ 
ly, keep your fingers crossed 
and hope for the best.

Trade Commission (FTC) has attacked 
the American Medical Assn. (AMA) for 
illegal price fixing. It also says doctors 
keep patients from getting medical in¬ 
formation by forbidding AMA members 
to advertise. 

The big question raised by this at¬ 
tack is what kind of advertising the 
public will be exposed to if the FTC 
wins its case. 

My friend Beezlebub, who owns an 
advertising agency, has already been 
working on some campaigns and hopes 
to gamer a lot of accounts as soon as 
medical advertising becomes legal. He 
gave me a preview of what he had 
worked up. 

First he showed me a large full-page 
ad for a newspaper with a black head¬ 
line on the top. "SPECIAL GEORGE 
WASHINGTON BIRTHDAY SALE ON 
ALL MAJOR OPERATIONS.” 

"Madman Dr. Kelly announces the 
greatest surgery bargain in history. The 
first 100 people who show up at the 
Wesley Heights Clinic on George Wash¬ 
ington’s birthday will be given a com¬ 
plete operation, including anesthesia 
and postoperative care, for 52. 

"Yes, for only 52 you could be lucky 
enough to have any organ in your body 
removed at once-in-a-lifetime prices. 

★ ★ ★ 

"Other bargains Madman Dr. Kelly 
is giving away include a brain operation 
for 514.95, a kidney transplant for 529.50 
and a complete blood transfusion for 
53.95. 

"If you can find a doctor in town 
who will charge less, Madman Dr. 


Kelly will give you FREE, yes. we said 
FREE, a plastic surgery nose job. 
Don’t forget for one day only the 
greatest surgical sale in history at Mad¬ 
man Dr. Kelly’s.

Conscience linked to love 


Paradoxically, selfishness is 
the product of too little self 
regard, not of too much. 

T$ conscious assessment 
we make of ourselves, the re¬ 
gard we have for our moral 
potential, are expressed in the 
way our conscience would 
have us behave toward our 
neighbours. No man who 
hates and rejects himself as a 
person can love and accept 
his neighbor as a person. 

ft is sometimes believed 
that the antidote to an overly- 
aggressive egotism is to deny 
man the right to love himself. 

Thus, from time to time, 
there arise teachers of reli¬ 
gion whose understandable re¬ 
volt, against the excesses of 
man’s self-obsessions lead 
them to a violent declaration 
of war upon man’s love, for 
himself. 

They have often counselled 
that the way to jump out of 
our skin is to leap away from

ourselves — in a so-called act 
of faith. 

Yet, their cure has neglect¬ 
ed to take into account the 
natural conditions of the pa¬ 
tient: they have forgotten that 
they are "treating” men, not 
vapid abstractions. Prescrip¬ 
tions for life which fad to take 
into account man’s natural 
self-love are doomed to fail¬ 
ure. 

Msgr. Ronald Knox has put 
it well: "You and I have each 
of us an ‘I’ that is very dear 
to us, a self which we think 
much more important than 
anything else in the world, 
which we are determined at 
all costs to keep safe and 
comfortable If we oan. Our 
natural instinct is to aet up a 
great capital T in front of our 
minds and worship it.” 


Legitimate self-love should 
neither be underestimated nor 
neglected. It has an enor¬ 
mously important role to play 
in preserving man from the 
horrible fate of being ab¬ 
sorbed into another, without 
ever having known or experi¬ 
enced the sense of possessing 
a unique personality himself. 

Sometimes, the absorbing 
other is an individual* who 
proceeds to drain from us the 
last vestiges of our integrity, 
in the name of love. Some¬ 
times, it is a collective group 
w’hich robs us of the freedom 
to be aware of ourselves. 

Wherever self - love or re¬ 
gard is denied man, human 
personality is maimed or de¬ 
stroyed. 

Indeed, without self-love we 
would never be capable of 
producing sensitive human 


conscience. Conscience Is 
linked to love, it is the bridge 
we build between love of self 
and love of others. It is our 
concern for self which drives 
us to perfect our lives, by 
learning, in Nietzsche’s words 
"to say yes to oneself.” 

If love is understood as "the 
affirmation of the potential¬ 
ities and the care for and 
respect of, the uniqueness of 
the loved person,” then one 
can clearly recognize a rela¬ 
tionship between self-love and 
conscience, and "conscience 
can be justly called the voice 
of our loving care for our¬ 
selves.” * 

He who is not aware of him¬ 
self as a unique and singular 
creation, who cannot experi¬ 
ence his own identity as a 
self, who lacks the moral 
alertness to safeguard his own 
human integrity, cannot be 
expected to hear that inner 
voice calling.

Flying Los Angeles’ first airmail was only 
the start of a long list of “firsts” Western 
brought to aviation. 

For instance, those in-flight meals we all take 
for granted nowadays? Western served the 

very first ones in the 
U.S. They weren’t 
elaborate, but they 
were good, served by 
the country’s first 
flight attendants. 

We also flew the 
very first regularly 
scheduled flights 
between 


Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
And to do it, we introduced the 
first tri-motor plane to the U.S., 
the Fokker F-10. 

As we grew, 
so did our air¬ 
craft. By 1930 
we bought two 
32-passenger 
Fokker F-32’s, 
the four-engine 
giants of their 

day. Their unveiling was a big event, with 

the planes’ career. They turned out to be un¬ 
economical and eventually Western sold them. 
Ironically, one of them ended up as a gas 
station on Wilshire Boulevard in Los Angeles.) 

High-flying radio. 

Air-to-ground two-way radio was developed 
by Western’s director of research, Herbert 
Hoover, Jr., in collaboration with Boeing 
Air TVansport.

WINNIPEG (CP) — The 
leaders of Manitoba’s two op¬ 
position parties face major 
challenges in 1976 and—for 
the first time in memory— 
neither can use the legislature 
as a forum. 

Sterling Lyon, who replaced 
Sidney Spivak as leader of the 
Progressive Conservative 
party in December, has not 
been a member of the house 
since 1969 and has no guaran¬ 
tee of a seat prior to the next 
general election. 

And although he enjoys 
widespread support within his 
caucus, the leadership race 
lias left deep wounds in the 
party that will take time to 
heal. t , 

Liberal leader Charles Hu- 
band, chosen in March as a 
successor to Izzy Asper, has 
to fight to establish his party 
as more than a token force in 
Manitoba politics. 

The Liberals have three 
seats in the 57-member legis¬ 
lature, compared with 31 New 
Democrats and 23 Conserva¬ 
tives. 

Mr. Huband lost his bid for 
a seat in Crescentwood con¬ 
stituency, one of two Win¬ 
nipeg ridings won by the 
Tories in June byelections. 
EXPECT FEW SURPRISES 
For the NDP, 1976 will like¬ 
ly be a year of few new initia¬ 
tives. Any major x surprises 
are apt to be saved for the 
1977 legislative session, the li¬ 
kely prelude to a general elec¬ 
tion call later that year. 

Many of the government’s 
immediate concerns centre on 
the federal anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram. 

Premier Ed Schreyer spent 
much of the early part of 1975 
talking about the need for 
leadership in the battle 
against wage and price in¬ 
creases. Yet he has offered 
only qualified support for Ot¬ 
tawa’s program. 

The premier has said pro¬ 
vincial controls o nrents and 
incomes of government em¬ 
ployees will be imposed retro¬ 
active to Ocft. 14 at the next 
session, but no details of the 
proposed legislation have 
been made public. 

Other government plans for 
the session, expected to begin 
in early February, include 
legislation covering disclosure 
of interest by public officials, 
greater protection for workers 
in private pension plans and 
controls cm land use and own¬ 
ership. 

All were discussed ddring 
the 1975 session and referred 
to special legislative commit¬ 
tees for further study. 

Several major NDP policies 
were contained in bills ap¬ 
proved last year, but they 
have yet to have much public 
impact. Dental-care programs 
for children were to begin in 
the fall of 1976, revenue-shar¬ 
ing arrangements with .Mani¬ 
toba municipalities were just 
going into effect and a major 
urban-renewal program in the 
core area of Winnipeg was ob¬ 
viously a long-term commit¬ 
ment. 

Changes in the Manitoba 
Development Corp. have not 
silenced opposition critics of 
government loans or invest- 
m e n t s involving private 
firms. 

The province was in the 
process of writing off 
Saunders Aircraft Corp. Ltd. 
of Gimli at the end of the 
year, after committing about 
S37 million to the aircraft 
manufacturing company. 
Flyer Industries Ltd. of Win¬ 
nipeg, the bus and trolley 
company now almost wholly 
owned by the Crown, had an 
accumulated deficit of 320.4 
nr 11 ion In J974. 

The 1975 session saw a 
succession of clashes with Ot¬ 
tawa and with private groups 
as varied as doctors, cattle 
producers and university em¬ 
ployees. 

An increasingly hotter dis¬ 
pute developed with the feder¬ 
al government over plans by 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
to have Skywest Ltd., a com¬ 
pany formed by the two gov¬ 
ernments, operate a regional 
air service between Winnipeg 
and Saskatoon. 

However, the year saw 
some progress in resolving a 
controversy with the United 
States over the Garrison ’Di¬ 
version in Nortth Dakota. 

Concerns about adverse ef¬ 
fects on Manitoba waterways 
from the irrigation project 
were referred to the Intema- 
t i o n a 1 Joint Commission 
(IJC), and a report is to be 
made next fall. 

The commission cannot 
force the U.S. to modify-The 
project to meet Canadian ob¬ 
jections, but both govern¬ 
ments have accepted the vast 
majority of UC recommen¬ 
dations over the years.

OTTAWA (CP) - In the 
past 2M» years, the National 
Gallery has added more than 
350 prints to its modest collec¬ 
tion of important European 
etchings^ woodcuts, li¬ 
thographs and the like, mak¬ 
ing it the most important col¬ 
lection in the country. 

But the gallery still lags far 
behind the great art galleries 
of the world in its collection of 
prints, an important part of 
any well-rounded gallery’s 
holdings of art. including 
paintings and sculptures.

do the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts and the Hermitage 
State Museum Jn Leningrad. 
They have more than 500,000 
European prints each, 100 
times Ottawa’s holdings. 

“But we want to have a 
solid collection of the most 
important pieces,” Druick 
said. He has been on the staff 
of the gallery for two years, 
and prior to that spent a year 
in Paris studying and working 
for the gallery on contract. 
During that time he made 
some purchases. 

He has been concentrating 
on buying the best quality 
prints available to flesh out 
the gallery’s existing holdings 
and filling some of its gaps. 

Because of art market com¬ 
petitive factors, the gallery 
does not disclose its purchase 
prices, but the sums spent on 
prints must be modest. The 
government spends less than 
$5 million a year on all it 
buys for all of the national 
museums. 

About 100 of the 350-odd re¬ 
cent acquisitions by the Na¬ 
tional Gallery go on display 
here Friday and will remain 
on view until Feb. 22. They 
range from woodcut prints 
dating from the early 1500s to 
prints of this century, and in¬ 
clude works by Duerer, Goya, 
Gericault, Delacroix, Pissar¬ 
ro, Manet, Beckmann and 
Miro. 

The show has no central 
theme, but hung in chronolog¬ 
ical order the prints represent 
a good cross-section of the 
history of art in prints, from 
classical beauty on biblical 
themes to cubism.

A small slam that depends 
on a straight finesse is an 
even money proposition. 
Some are made; others are 
lost. But sometimes what 
seems to be a 50-50 chance 
can be changed for much the 
better. Observe how today's 
.declarer managed to find the 
winning line to chalk up his 
hazardous slam. 

North made a positive re¬ 
sponse to the game demand 
and cooperated with 8uuth's 
slam try of four clubs by cue 
bidding the spade ace. South 
Blackwooded and then stop¬ 
ped at a small slam. 

The declarer who saw only 
the finessing chance in 
spades lost his slam quickly. 
He won the diamond lead and 
played the ace and queen of 
trumps. He then tested the 
clubs in hopes of dropping an 
honor. When that failed, the 
spade finesse was taken and 
the defense took two spades 
for down one. 

The winning declarer 
found a way to improve his 
chances. He won the diamond 
lead and played his ace and 
queen of trumps. The other 
high diamond was cashed to 
eliminate that suit and the 
ace and king of clubs came 
next. A trump was led to 
dummy's king and a club was 
led from dummy, East play¬ 
ing the oueen. 

Instead of ruffing this trick, 
declarer wisely discarded a 
spade •• a trick that had to be 
lost in any event. Ea& was 
now on lead, but had no safe 
exits. He was out of hearts 
and clubs and he had a 
choice of leading a spade to 
eliminate the finesse or to 
lead a diamond for a ruff and 
discard. Naturally, he chose 
the diamond, but declarer 
made his slam.

Board of Directors 
Insurance Corporation of 
British Columbia 
Gentlemen: 

I am pleased to present this 
report on my examination of 
the adequacy of the au¬ 
tomobile insurance premium 
rates of the corporation pro¬ 
posed for 1976-77, to make 
recommendations on the au¬ 
tomobile insurance premium 
rates so that there will be no 
budgetary provision for a def¬ 
icit for 1976-77 and to deter¬ 
mine the automobile insur¬ 
ance premium revenue re¬ 
quired over a reasonable 
period to retire the estimated 
accrued deficit of the Au¬ 
tomobile Insurance Act Fund 
at Feb. 29, 1976. 

Because of the state of 
emergency in the corpora¬ 
tion’s financial affairs and the 
necessarily short period of 
time allowed for this review 
and report, I have had to rely 
heavily on existing studies 
and reports of the corpora¬ 
tion’s management. Some of 
those reports were slightly out 
of date, mainly because of the 
lag in processing claims that 
were incurred during the 
strike. With the assistance of 
executives in the financial di¬ 
vision and the claims division, 

I. have attempted to improve 
the reliability of the estimates 
of the claims incurred to date 
and expected to be incurred 
by the end Of this fiscal year 
(Feb. 29, 1976). On the basis 
of this latest information, it 
appears that the claims costs 
might be slightly below the 
amounts projected in the bud¬ 
gets prepared by the manage¬ 
ment for the Autoplan fund. 
But since the difference is not 
great, and since the latest re¬ 
views indicate that the in¬ 
curred claims in the fiscal 
year 1974-75 were under- 
calculated by approximately 
J7 Vi million in the liabilities 
shown in the financial state¬ 
ment at Feb. 28, 1975, it would 
be prudent to use the manage¬ 
ment’s original estimates of 
operations for the current 
year 1975-76 without change. 

For the year 1976-77 I have 
accepted the projections of 
the task force headed by the 
director of Autoplan under the 
direction of the vice-president 
of underwriting covering all 
of the elements in the projec- 
ton where applicable, includ¬ 
ing all of the sources of reve¬ 
nue, the claims costs and the 
expenses of administering 
claims and general adminis¬ 
tration expenses and commis¬ 
sions. The important factors 
used in the projection 
for 1976-77 were analysed 
and criticized to determine 
whether they needed modifi¬ 
cation as a result of updating 
of the underlying information 
used to make the projections. 

I was unable to find any sig¬ 
nificant deficiency in the prin¬ 
ciples or factors used, and I 
have accordingly accepted the 
results. 

Brief History

The premium rates used 
were closely similar to the 
premium rates in the Canadi¬ 
an Underwriters Association 
- manu al for the year 1972 for 
drivers with a five year clear 
record, but modified by de¬ 
ducting $10 in one of the rate 
categories to allow for the 
separate payment of a 
driver’s insurance premium 
of $10. Because of increasing 
claim frequencies and in¬ 
creasing average amounts per 
claim, it was expected that 
I he adopted premium rates 
would fall short of the total 
revenue required to cover the 
costs in the first year. The in¬ 
adequate premium rates were 
used apparently to obtain pub¬ 
lic acceptance of Autoplan 
with any resulting deficit to 
be recovered from the reve¬ 
nue or from the experience of 
Autoplan in subsequent years. 

The total expenses in the 
first year including commis¬ 
sions were nevertheless below 
the amounts that would have 
been incurred by private com¬ 
panies insuring the same 
risks for the same amounts 
under the conventional types 
of insurance operations in 
force in British Columbia in 
1973. The total expenses of 
ICBC for operating Autoplan 
the first year were about 22.8 
per cent of the premiums ac¬ 
tually collected, and would 
have been a lesser percentage 
of the adequate premiums 
that should have been collect¬ 
ed. This compares with about 
30 per cent of premium expe¬ 
rienced by British Columbia 
automobile insurers in 1972 
(after eliminating premium 
taxes of 2 per cent of pre¬ 
mium). 

However, ICBC incurred 
large starting up costs, of 


which only $4 million was in¬ 
cluded in the first year, the 
balance of about $20 million to 
be amortized by Feb. 28, 1979. 
The schedule below summa¬ 
rizes the “budgeted” opera¬ 
tions for the current year 
1975-76:

As at Dec. 24, 1975, the cor¬ 
poration had received none of 
the motive fuel tax revenue or 
the motor vehicle licence fee 
revenue as contemplated in 
the budget. I have been ad¬ 
vised by Mr. Bortnick that the 
previous government did not 
actually commit the full pay¬ 
ment of the motive fuel tax 
and motor vehicle licence fees 
shown in the budget of Au¬ 
toplan for 1975-76 that was ap¬ 
proved by the board of direc¬ 
tors on the understanding that 
such payments would be 
made, together with a request 
that additional revenue would 
be forthcoming to eliminate 
the expected loss of $22 mil¬ 
lion. 

That is to say, the board of 
directors apparently approved 
the premium rates for the 
year 1975-76 on the under¬ 
standing that approximately 
$125 million would be paid by 
the government to the cor¬ 
poration in the year 1975-76, 
comprising 583 million from 
10 cents per gallon on the mo¬ 
tive fuel tax and $42 million 
from motor vehicle licence 
fees; but in addition, the 
board of directors hoped and 
expected to receive an addi¬ 
tional $22 million to eliminate 
the loss even after receiving 
the above stated $125 million. 

The motive fuel tax and the 
motor vehicle licence fees are 
paid by motorists, but there 
was no indication where the 
additional $22 million would 
come. It may have been ratio¬ 
nalized that the $22 million 
loss could be recovered in fu¬ 
ture operations of ICBC. How¬ 
ever, the accumulated deficit 
from the first and second 
years would be $56 million, 
even after receiving the ex¬ 
pected $125 million from the 
fuel tax and the licence fees. 

If the fuel tax and licence 
fees are not paid to die co- 
poration for the year 1975-76, 
as contemplated in the co- 
poratian’s budget, then the 
accumulated deficit at Feb. 
29, 1976, will be approxi¬ 

mately $181 million. 

The most recent assessment 
of the claims experience for 
the current year indicates 
that the actual claims may be 
below the anticipated 
amounts of $256 million, but 
the saving is. not likely to be 
more than $10 million and 
there may be no saving at all. 
Optimism then, with respect 
to the current year’s claims, 
does not affect the conclusion 
that the corporation clearly 
needs the budgeted motive 
fuel tax revenue and motor 
vehicle licence fees.

Tlie corporation’s task force 
which was appointed* to make 
recommendations on modifi¬ 
cations for Autoplan for 
1976-77 developed extensive 
studies of various possibilities 
to improve the financial 
operations of Autoplan. Ul¬ 
timately, the board of direc¬ 
tors approved of some basic 
modifications in the coverage 
and underwriting principles, 
as well as a new set of pre¬ 
mium rates. The collision de¬ 
ductible which will automati¬ 
cally apply to Type 1 passen¬ 
ger vehicles (these are 1967 or 
newer) would increase from 
$250 to $300. The optional $100 
deductible will increase to 
$200 and the optional $50 to 
$100. The basic comprehen¬ 
sive deductible will increase 
from $50 to $100 and the op¬ 
tional coverage deductible 
from $25 to $50. 

The driver’s insurance pre¬ 
mium was discontinued in 
1975-76. However, drivers with 
six or more penalty points in 
their driving record will con¬ 
tinue to pay penalty pre¬ 
miums. 

Weekly indemnity payments 
for no fault accident benefits 
are to be increased from $50 
to $75 per week. 

An accident surcharge pro¬ 
gram will be announced early 
in the coming year to encour- 
a g e safer driving and 
premiums will be adjusted 
in the year 1977-78 
thereafter to penalize 
drivers with a record of fre¬ 
quent blameworthy claims.

changes have been proposed 
and adopted. 

Ignoring the proposed pre¬ 
mium rates, the changes in 
the benefit program and un¬ 
derwriting estimates will re¬ 
duce the corporation's costs 
by approximately $12 million 
according to the best es¬ 
timates available. 

Before any new premium 
rates are printed and distrib¬ 
uted the management and 
board of directors may wish 
to review briefly the proposed 
changes.

The management presented 
a set of premium rates to 
the board of directors which 
would be sufficient, together 
with the expected motive fuel 
tax and licence fees to op- 
perate the corporation without 
gain or loss in 1976-77. I was 
advised by Mr. Bortnick that 
the board of directors reject¬ 
ed the premium rates and 
.asked that they be reduced.

It is respect¬ 
fully suggested that this basic

That is to 
say, all of the claims costs 
and expenses for collision in¬ 
surance and comprehensive 
insurance and for public lia¬ 
bility insurance in excess of 
$50,000 mandatory amounts 
should perhaps be covered en¬ 
tirely by individually rated 
premiums. * 

For the year 1976-77 the 
amount required for compul¬ 
sory public liability insurance 
and no fault accident benefits 
(claims and expenses) should 
exceed the $133,000,000 in the 
fcrojjosed budget of Autoplan 
approved by the previous 
board of directors. 

T&s cannot be arranged in 
time for the next fiscal year 
because of the work required 
to modify legislation, approve 
policy forms and recalculate 
more sophisticated premium 
rates. 

But for the following year 
1977-1978 there should be no 
difficulty arranging for com¬ 
petition. While this matter is 
properly one for the govern¬ 
ment to consider, the board of 
directors of the corporation 


will no doubt want to prepare 
for the following contingen¬ 
cies: 

(al To compete with other 
insurers In extension in¬ 
surance. This has prevailed in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
but I have been advised that 
most; of the companies have 
withdrawn or are withdraw¬ 
ing.- In any-event, the pre¬ 
mium rates of the corporation 
for 1977-78 should be competi¬ 
tive for extension insurance 
particularly, with necessary 
defences against “creaming” 
by the competition. Some kind 
of pooling arrangement needs 
to be set up so that every in¬ 
surer can relieve itself of un¬ 
desirable risks by "pooling” 
them, if each insurer is re¬ 
quired to accept every exten¬ 
sion risk for which it has a 
published premium. Joint ad¬ 
justing and assessing of 
elaims should be arranged. 
Perhai>s the corporation can 
arrange for other insurers to. 
use the claim centres, at an 
agreed charge. 

(b) To Hear requests for 
competition with other in¬ 
surers in the basic insurance. 
So far I have not been able to 
find a way of dealing with 
competition on basic insur¬ 
ance while still passing on to 
the public the real, and large 
savings in administration ex¬ 
penses that result from the 
use of a government monopo¬ 
ly for the compulsory insur¬ 
ance.

VANCOUVER (CP) 
Some government MLAs say 
massive increases in car in¬ 
surance premiums are not the 
best answer to the Insurance 
Corp. of British Columbia’s 
estimated $181 million bebt. 

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment has announced that pre¬ 
miums will be increased 100 
to 150 per cent to cover in¬ 
creased costs and retire the 
debt over 10 years. 

Gerry Strongman (Van¬ 
couver South) said B.C. mo¬ 
torists should not object to 
paying the same insurance 
rates as other Canadians, but 
the ICBC debt should not in¬ 
crease the burden. 

“ICBC should start from 
Day One as though the cor- 
f>oration was not in debt,” 
Strongman said. 

Strongman, Jack Kempt 
(Omineca) and Cyril Shelford 
(Skeena) said gasoline taxes 
should be applied to the debt. 

Kempt said his northern 
constituents relied heavily on 
automobiles and felt the pro¬ 
posed rates were too high.

are significant. There may, 
however, be some waste in 
the actual claim amounts, 
when a government monopoly 
is used for the basic insur- 
•ance. Very little work has 
been done in the corporation 
on the problem of reducing 
claims. The officials involved 
have unanimously advised me 
that they are not satisfied with 
present methods of the cor¬ 
poration. The allowed rates 
per hour and the allowed 
time, for automobile repairs, 
are both subject to attack as 
being possibly wasteful. There 
have been suggestions that 
bodily injury claims might be 
adjusted to a lower total cost 
if outside adjusters were used 
rather than in-house adjusters 
or lawyers in-house or out¬ 
side. The claims prohlems are 
a top priority. If the claims 
can be reduced so that there 
appears to be no significant 
waste by the coprorat ion, then 
the savings in commissions 
and adjusting expenses alone 
should be sufficient justifica¬ 
tion for keeping competition 
out of the basic insurance. 

Most of tWe officials of the 
corporation whose opinions I 
have sought have suggested 
lhat there would be no point 
in continuing ICBC if it does 
not operate the basic, insur¬ 
ance as a monopoly.

“C” should be used. 

I have been unable to re¬ 
view tWe general insurance 
operations of the corporation 
except to note a loss in 1974-75 
of about 52,000,000, which has 
not been considered herein.

Statements by Conservative 
MP Tom Cossitt that some 
Liberals were disenchanted 
with Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau’s leadership and were 
thinking about joining the 
Conservative benches are 
false and irresponsible, says 
Senator Ray Perrault. 

The government leader in 
the Senate said Cossitt, 
member for Leeds, was a 
“politcial crackpot with a no¬ 
torious reputation for a con¬ 
tinuing personal vendetta 
against the prime minister.” 

Cossitt, a former Liberal, 
said in Ottawa Tuesday that 
about half a dozen Liberal 
members, including a cabinet 
minister, had held several pri¬ 
vate meetings to discuss the 
matter. He did not name any¬ 
one. 

“That is demonstrably 
false,” Perrault said in an in¬ 
terview'. “Cossitt is guilty of a 
massive mischief and His alle¬ 
gations are almost a breach 
of parliamentary privilege.” 

Cossitt said dissatisfaction 
among the Liberals stemmed 
from Trudeau's leadership 
generally and was given im¬ 
petus by recent statements in 
which the prime minister 
questioned the effectiveness 
of the private enterprise sys¬ 
tem. 

“If there’s any dissent, It’s 
within the Tory caucus be¬ 
cause they’re burdened with a 
man like Cossitt who is so 
careless with the truth,” Per¬ 
rault said.

OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral target for housing pro¬ 
duction Ln* 1975 was surpassed 
and the outlook is bright for 
several months at least, say 
Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corp. officials. 

CMILC released some pre¬ 
liminary year-end figures 
Wednesday snowing the build¬ 
ing industry began construc¬ 
tion of more than 230,000 
housing units, well above the 
government’s minimum goal 
of 210,000. 

This goal ■was achieved 
after a strong upsurge in con¬ 
struction in the last half of the 1 
year. CMHC officials said 
they expected this trend to 
continue for several months 
as mortgage lending activity 
is heavy. 

The main question facing 
the building industry this year 
is the reaction erf potential 


home buyers to the federal - 
anti-inflation program, one of¬ 
ficial said. It was still unclear 
ho\v the anti-inflation mea¬ 
sures will affect demand for 
new homes. 

Construction of more than 
222,000 units was begun in 
1974 and a record 268,529 were 
started in 1973. The Economic 
Council erf Canada has recom¬ 
mended a target of 250,000 
starts a year. 

Bernard Denault of Mon¬ 
treal, president of the Housing 
and Urban Development Asso¬ 
ciation, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview he was pleased with 
the results and believed the 
1976 federal goal of 235;000 
starts would be met. 

“In fact, I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised to see that figure reach 
240,000 or 245,000 starts,” he 
said. 

There are indications 


enough mortgage money is 
available to reach the federal 
objective. 

The house building industry 
went into a nosedive in mid- 

1974 and did no recover until 
the last half of 1975. Even 
Urban Affairs Minister Bar¬ 
ney Danson said last summer 
he doubted the 210-000 start 
target would be reached. 

Urban starts for all types of 
residential construction in 

1975 reached 181,268, up seven 
per cent from 169,437 in 1974. 

Apartment construction 
rose to 97,438 from 91,278 a 
year earlier while single fami¬ 
ly home starts totalled 83,830, 
up from 78,159 in 1974. 

In December alone, starts 
in urban areas amounted to 
19,180, a 105 per cent increase 
from 9,358 in the same month 
a year earlier. 

Ontario and Manitoba were 


the only provinces where 
housing starts were lower in 
1975 than in 1974, a CMHC of¬ 
ficial said. Both provinces 
were about five per cent

Dick Midgley and Roy 
Smith are setting their sights 
on one of auto-raclng's most 
prestigious prizes. 

The Victoria owner has en¬ 
tered his 1975 Chevelle in the 
Daytona 500 NASCAR stock- 
car race in Daytona, Florida 
next month and has chosen 
Smith to handle the driving 
chores. 

The 500 carries a purse of 
$325,000 - $45,000 to the win- 
ner — and the Feb. 15 race 
will be televised live on the 
ABC network. 

If Smith can qualify he 
would become only the second 
Canadian ever to compete in 
the 200-lap race which annual¬ 
ly draw’s the top drivers in 
North America.

Provisional budget 
too high—mayor

PORT-ALBERNI — Mayor 
Howard McLean said this 
week that the city’s provision¬ 
al budget for 1976 “is far too 
higtf to lie accepted by our 
taxpayers.” 

The budget was presented 
to council at council’s first 
meeting after swearing-in cer¬ 
emonies by Judge William 
Macleod were completed to 
return mayor and aldermen 
GTeorge McKnight. Walter 
Behn and Jim Robertson to 
council for a two-year term. 

The provisional budget calls 
for expenditures of $12,338,6411 
for the coming fiscal year, up 
seven per cent over the 1975 
budget, which was about 27 
per cent higher than the 1974 
figure. 

McLean sees only two ways 
in which the budget can be 
made acceptable to local tax¬ 
payers — for the city itself to 
reduce expenditures, or for 
the new provincial govern¬ 
ment to follow through on its 
election promises to give mu¬ 
nicipalities “effective” finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

In his inaugural address. 
McLean said that while the 
accomplishments of council in 
the previous year had been 
considerable, “we face many 
St the same problems we did 
at this time last year." 

One exception. He said, was 
that “there should not l>e the 
serious labor prohlem with 
city employees this year.” 

“The federal guidelines and 
the closeness of our w-ages to 
local industrial levels would 
indicate to me that such prob-

Announcing his decision to 
increase the number of com¬ 
mittee’s this year, Merrick 
said that w-hile there are 
many advantages to handling 
the public’s business through 
the committee-of-th e-\vhole 
system, there are also many 
disadvantages. 

One of the main disadvan¬ 
tages is the work-load thrust 
upon the chairman, he said. 

“Therefore” Merrick said, 
“the responsibility for carry¬ 
ing the ball is being delegated 
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to all aldermen, all of whom 
chair and serve on commit¬ 
tees. 

r The onus is no you men to 
initiate business, deliberate in 
committee and bring your 
recommendations to council," 
Merrick said. 

He encouraged the chair¬ 
men to seek assistance of 
others in an advisory and ex¬ 
office capacity , to more effec¬ 
tively resolve problems. 

The year now under w r ay 
should see many of the proj¬ 
ects and developments started 
recently brrought to successful 
conclusions, the mayor pre¬ 
dicted. 

Completion of the major 
sewer extension would bring

ation and $11,595 for the li¬ 
brary. 

The administrator said in 
his statement that thle total 
amount required for general 
revenue surplus, to meet the 
Increased expenditures for 
general purposes. special 
areas and utilities, is $688,508. 

The most that can be safely 
used for the general revenue 
surplus is about $85,000, he 
said. 

The balance of $551,315 
must he provided by a sub¬ 
stantial increase in taxation 
and or the reduction of cer¬ 
tain expenditures, Berikoff 
said.

Death of diver 
‘unnatural 
but accidental’

NANAIMO — A coroner’s 
jury here has made five rec¬ 
ommendations dealing with 
c mmercial underwater* div¬ 
ing, after an inquest into the 
death of a diver hero in Oc¬ 
tober., 

The inquest was looking into 
the death of Harold Moncrieff, 
28, of Victoria, who died on a 
diving mission at the South 
Forks Dam Oct. 30. 

After a full day of testimo¬ 
ny Tuesday, the jury came 
down with the recommen¬ 
dations and its findings late 
Tuesday evening. 

The recommendations in¬ 
clude formal training as a re¬ 
quirement for commercial 
divers and tenders, with test¬ 
ing by an authorized agency; 
a more formal log or dive 
record be kept in all cases, 
communications between 
divers and the surface should 
be continuous; stringent regu¬ 
lations should be brought into 
force to deal with cave or tun¬ 
nel diving; and that the haz¬ 
ards of the Uni-suit type of 
diving wear with regard to 
positive bouyancy and effects 
during the period of weight 
belt loss, equipment malfunc¬ 
tion and increased air con¬ 
sumption be investigated. 

Evidence given during the 
inquest showed that Moncrieff 
was wearing a Uni-suit during 
the dive which took his life. 
The suit was described as one 
which can be filled with vary¬ 
ing amounts of air so the 
diver can control his own 
bouyancy during periods -of 
working under water. 

Moncrieff’s body was found 
in a tunnel under 70 feet of 
water at the dam w-here he 
and a partner, George Samp¬ 
son of Nanaimo, were en¬ 
gaged in cleaning silt from a- 
tunnel which was to house a 
pipeline. 


Sampson said in earlier tes¬ 
timony that he ran low on air 
after about 20 minutes of 
work and returned to the sur¬ 
face. only to find that Mon¬ 
crieff had not surfaced. 

^The diver who found the 
body, Edward Shibley of Nan¬ 
aimo, said there was no sign 
of Moncrieff’s weight belt in 
the area where Me was found. 

The jury • found that Mon¬ 
crieff had died of a burst lung 
and an air embolism in the 
heart and brain “and other 


•‘causes", which, they agreed, 
were probably due to the sud¬ 
den change in depth of the 
diver due to the loss of the 
weight belt. 

They said that no specific 
person was to blame for the 
incident. “While the proce¬ 
dure of diving, tending and 
lack of communication were 
open to criticism, they were 
not directly to blame for this 
man’s death,” the jury’s ver¬ 
dict read.

LONDON — Britain’s best- 
trained anti-guerrilla army 
unit — the Splecial Air Senice 
— has been dispatched to 
Northern Ireland to help put 
down mounting sectarian vio¬ 
lence in the region, the gov¬ 
ernment announced Wednes¬ 
day night. 

The move is expected to 
provoke controversy because 
the SAS has been repeatedly 
accused of staging undercover 
intelligence operations in 
Northern Ireland — charges 
which the government has de¬ 
nied. 

A spokesman for Prime

SAS troops will be used for 
patrolling and surveillance in 
County Armagh, the border 
area where 10 Protestants 
were massacred Monday by 
republican gunmen. 

An official spokesman said 


the SAS troops will wear 
army uniforms and use stan¬ 
dard army weapons. 

The SAS. which has heen 
widely employed in anti-guer¬ 
rilla activities in Aden and 
Malaysia, is widely regarded 
as a CIA-type cloak-and-dag¬ 
ger force. 

Meanwhile, Wilson held ur¬ 
gent talks with opposition 
Conservative leaders on 
•Northern Ireland's growing 
violence to draw up an all¬ 
party approach to the prob¬ 
lem. 

His meetings with deputy 
Conservative leader William 
Whitelaw and Airey Neave, 
the Conservative party’s 
spokesman on Northern Ire¬ 
land, took placla amid fears 
of all-out civil strife between 
Catholics and Protestants in 
Ulster. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Pat 
McGeer will present new pro¬ 
posals to cabinet today relat¬ 
ed to the proposed ICBC rate 
structure for 1976.

The increase announced 
Friday would mean an across- 
the-board increase for the 
average B.C. motor vehicle 
owner — private and com¬ 
mercial alike — of between 
two and 2Vi times the rates 
paid for basic coverage in 
1975. 

McGeer said the provincial 
government was attempting 
to alleviate the rate increase 
by putting forward proposals 
to the chartered banks of B.C. 
for an instalment payment 
plan for 1976. 

He said the ICBC board of 
directors met Wednesday with 
representatives of the char¬ 
tered banks to outline the pro¬ 
posals and was waiting for 
bids to be made. He agreed 
that the bank presenting the 
best bid would have a captive 
market if the instalment pay¬ 
ment plan is used. 

McGeer said he was op¬ 
timistic such a plan could be 
implemented outside the of¬ 
fices of ICBC and noted “the 
insurance corporation has no 
administrative mechanism by 
which it could run such a plan 
on its own.

Pay cut 
threat 
to MLAs

Representatives of the three . 
opposition parties are not 
happy with Premier Bennett’s 
announcment that salaries of 
MLAs may be cut. 

If MLAs are “other than 
something the government 
has to put up with, then it’s 
not warranted,” David Stupich 
(NDP — Nanaimo) said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son said pay cuts for MLAs 
could mean the government 
was “trying to cut the ability 
of the opposition to 4o its 
job,” but added that he want¬ 
ed to see first what the inten¬ 
tion of the government was. 

If the government intended 
to reduce the role of the MLA 
to where it was under former 
Socred premier W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett, it would be “a retro¬ 
grade step,” Gibson said. 

”T think any sensible gov¬ 
ernment wants a strong op¬ 
position,” he added. 

Dr. Scott Wallace, the Con¬ 
servative leader said the pay 
cut would be acceptable only 
if the government went back 
to an eight-week session once 
a year “and hopes to get 
MLAs out of their hair Tor the 
ottter 10 months.” 

Bennett also indicated that, 
salaries for senior civil ser¬ 
vants cquld be cut, which Stu¬ 
pich said “is not fair at all.” 

B.C. salaries were compa¬ 
rable To other provinces and if 
the government hoped to at¬ 
tract capable people, it had to 
pay the money, he said. 

The situation concerning 
staffing levels in the opposi¬ 
tion offices remained con¬ 
fused Wednesday, but it ap¬ 
peared that MLA secretaries 
who had been hired would not 
be laid off immediately.

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Juvenile court 


Less formal than adult criminal proceedings 
but the judge is still tough when its needed

The judge addressed the 16-year-old by his 
first name, and looked him in the eye. 

“There’ll be none of this discussion of 
your moving out, or going to live elsewhere 
... or jacking around. There’ll be ho confu¬ 
sion about that,” he said. 

The boy appearing in Victoria provincial 
court family division had stolen a small item 
from a downtown store. Judge Douglas 
Campbell placed him under total care of a 
foster father and ordered him to perform 40 
hours’ community work. 

The case was a regular one in family 
court, where the Colonist now- plans some 
coverage of representative cases from the 
division which deals with the Juvenile Delin¬ 
quents Act, the Family Relations Aetr—the 
Protection of Children Act, and the Children 
of Unmarried Parents Act. 


Names cannot be used, except in unusual 
circumstances when names are made public 
by court order, said Campbell, who is head 
family court judge. 

He said family court cases were necessar¬ 
ily handled less formally than criminal court 
cases, and often involved discussion of possi¬ 
ble solutions right in the courtroom among 
. social workers, relatives and others involved. 

Court was told this particular boy had 
been living with the foster father for spme 
time. 

“In terms of the delinquency thing and 
being out on the streets, that’s better now,” 
said the father. “We’re just dealing now with 
the problems of growing up.” 

“I see you as the only key to the boy’s 
success.” Campbel told him. ‘T can’t see 
that punishment will do any good.” 

The boy is now bound to live with the vol¬ 
unteer father until further court order. 

Another juvenile that prosecutor Barry 


Mah-Ming said had an extensive criminal 
record, pleaded guilty to a break-in and was 
ordered held in custody until he can be ad¬ 
mitted to a correctional camp. Court was 
told there might not be room there for at 
least a week. 

Campbell carefully explained the 
seriousness of the charge, considering the ac¬ 
cused's recent record, but the boy declined to 
consult a lawyer before plea. 

He was beginning to cry as his mother 
told the judge: "This is the first time he’s re¬ 
ally been sentenced. I hope this will smarten 
him up.” 

"I’m convinced you need to be punished. I 
think the only way you’re going to learn what 
goes on in life is to get hammered right be¬ 
tween the eyes,” said the jtflJfee. 

The boy will spend six weeks at the camp. 

A third child appearing for breach of a 
court-ordered eurfew r of 9 p.m. had his cur¬ 
few tightened to 7 p.m. 

A fourth boy convicted of theft was placed

on a rehabilitation camp program and oe- 
dered to do 40 hours’ community work, after 
Campbell discussed the possibility of proba¬ 
tion. 

“Probation is in my view a very serious 
step,” he told the boy’s mother and Human 
Resources personnel present. 

"I’m not going to complicate your life un¬ 
duly by placing you on probation,” he told 
tht^boy. 

7 , You edn take it either way. You can ei¬ 
ther smarten up, or do it again and your life 
will become so controlled you won’t even be 
able to breathe. 

“When I do place you on probation, it will 
be so stringent you'll have almost no control 
over your own activities.” 

“Now, you can have it either way.” 

Campbell said later he tried to deal with 
the c hildren as “a judicious parent” would. 

Other provincial court judges also take 
family court matters. Juvenile cases are gen¬ 
erally handled Tuesdays and Wednesdays.

B.C. Telephone Co. believes 
people taking baths, making 
love, meditating or just enjoy¬ 
ing solitude at home should 
have the right to unplug their 
telephones. 

Tite company is moving to 
install plug-in phones over 
most of the province. 

Already one Victoria ex¬ 
change is going plug-in, with 
all new phones in the “38” 
area being converted as of 
about a week ago, a B.C. Tel 
spokesmami in the city said. 

He said the city can expect 
Phone-Mart stores of the type 
now in Vancouver’s West End 
by early 1977, where custom¬ 
ers may go to pick up or 
replace their equipment. 

Opposition to the scheme 
has come from employees 
for reasons of safety and pos¬ 
sible loss of jobs. 

“We have an assurance 
from the company it won’t 
mean less w r ork for us. Bui 
this remains to be seen,” 
a union official said. 

Company spokesman Gra¬ 
ham Stuart said in Vancouver 
Monday: “We’ve said there 
will be no layoffs directly at¬ 
tributable to Phone-Mart.” 

And regarding safety, 
“usually people don’t unplug 
their phones,” he said. “But if 
a person does not want to be 
interrupted, they should have 
that right.” 

The company does not like 
people to take their ordinary 
phones off the hook, however, 
because some equipment is 
common to many phones. 

“It jams up the switches,” 
Stuart said. 

Most Victoria customers 
should have plug-in phonee in 
1977, but none are yet planned 
.for the rest of Vancouver Is¬ 
land, said Phone-Mart co-or¬ 
dinator Brendan McGuire. 

He put the number of Vic¬ 
toria homes with plug-ins at 
23 000 by the time a store is 
set up. 

“I don’t look at safety as a 
problem,” McGuire said. 
“We’ve always had portable 
service. And the acceptance 
in the West End has been ter¬ 
rific.” 

About 22.000-phones in the 
high-density area of Van¬ 
couver are now plug-in after 
the program began in April, 
1974, he said. “The system is 
designed for the very built-up 
urban areas.” 

Plug-in phones are quicker 
to hook up because B.C. Tel 
does all the necessary switch¬ 
ing at its downtown head¬ 
quarters and the phone can be 
working in a day or less. In a 
home with plug-in phones, too. 
it costs only 510 to have ser¬ 
vice connected or changed if 
the subscriber does the plug¬ 
ging or unplugging, compared 
with the normal 516.50. 

And though the phones can 
be easily unhooked, there is a 
safety catch to discourage 
people from doing so or to 
prevent their becoming ac¬ 
cidentally unhooked.

Phone union seeks 
anti-plug support 


The proposal to replace 
standard telephones with the 
self-serve concept of plug-in 
models constitutes a threat to 
public safety and means even¬ 
tual job loss, the Victoria 
Labor Council was told 
Wednesday night. 

On the request of Bill Clark, 
Vancouver business agent for 
tlie Federation of Telephone 
Workers, the labor council 
will ask federal authorities for 
a meeting to deal with the 
matter. 

Clark said his Union was not 
opposed to limited use of 
plug-ins, but believed every 
home should have at least 
one standard phone connected 
at all times. 

Declaring that delayed re¬ 
sponse was the second largest 
reason for fires burning opt of 
control, he said: 

“There is no doubt in our 
minds that people will get 
tired of telephones ringing 
and pull them out. . . and 
children playing will unplug 
them.” 

He said fire department, po¬ 
lice and safety officials all 
agreed that there should be at 
least one "constant” phone in 
each building. 

The self-serve concept, he 
said, w f as a “money-making 
gimmick” of General Tele¬ 
phones and Electronics of 


New York that would eventu¬ 
ally put telephone installers 
and repairmen out of work. 

In an interview afterward, 
Clark said his union repre¬ 
sented some 11,000 B.C. Tel 
employees, of which about 
1,800 to 2,000 were installers 
and repairmen. 

He told council delegates 
the plug-in plan was being 


proposed in B.C., Ontario and 
Quebec. 

He said the big New York 
company was viewing in¬ 
stallers as “loss leaders.’’ 

“It wants to get rid of 
them.” 

His union is canvassing poli¬ 
ticians at all levels of govern¬ 
ment, asking that they “look 
very closely” at the scheme.

A year-long study into li¬ 
brary security at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria indicates that 
between 5,500 and 9,000 books 
are stolen in a year. 

The eight-page rejort. by 
university librarian Dean Hal- 
liwell, estimated that between 
0.9 and 1.5 per cent of the 
library’s nearly 600.000 vol¬ 
umes were lost through theft, 
and recommended three ways 
to. deal with the problem. 

The report said ^introduc¬ 
tion of the use of special exit- 
check personnel, on the same 
basis as when they were em¬ 
ployed up to 1973, would cost 
approximately 522,500 for 
about 4,700 man-hours a year, 
with the cost escalating with 
wage increases. 

Introduction of a “Tattle- 
Tape” electronic system, in¬ 
volving detector strips of 
tapes on the books and sens¬ 
ing equipment similar to that 
used for airport security 
would be more costly initially 
but was recommended by the 
report. 

A complete system, in w hich 
all books would be covered, 
would cost 5114,000. plus 
59.000 annually to cover addi¬ 
tions at the projected rate of 
50.000 a year. 

A partial system, whereby' 
only selected books would 
contain the electronic tape, 
would cost 560,000 plus 53,000 
yfarly. 

In both cases, the initial 
cost of buying the detection, 
equipment would be 525,000. 

Dr. I. D. Pal, chairman of 
the univeristy’s library com¬ 
mittee. told UVic’s senate 
meeting Wednesday night that 
the check-out system using se¬ 
curity personnel would result 
in long lineups during peak 
periods. 


Other educational institu¬ 
tions, Pal said, had been 
using the Tattle-Tape system 
for. about 10 years and found 
it successful. 

He said the system would not 
become obsolete, but he could 
not promise losses would be 
eliminated. But certainly re¬ 
duction would be substantial. 

Halliwell, questioned by 
members of the senate, said 
the system had extremely 
high reliability and, because 


of its solid-state makeup, low 
breakdown rate and high life 
expectancy. 

He also s a i d no security 
personnel currently employed 
in the library would be dis¬ 
placed by the introduction of 
the electronics sysbem. 

The senate passed a resolu¬ 
tion requesting president Dr. 
Howard Petch to look into the 
feasibility of implementing 
one of the alternatives pre¬ 
sented in Halliwell’s report. 


Pornography wins 
over birth control 


If University of Victoria librarian Dean HalliwelPs 
report on library security is correct, UVic students are 
moi-£ interested in leading about sexual relations and 
pornography than about birth control, courtship and 
free love. 

In his analysis, Halliwell said the section dealing 
with, sexual relations and pornography had an over-ail 
loss rate of more than 19 per cent, while the sections 
dealing with birth control, courtship and free love had 
a loss rate of slightly over 4 per cent. 


$ 5,530 

damages 
for burns 


A Supreme Courf judge has 
aw'arded a Victoria woman 
55,530.97 in damages for burns 
she received in Victoria Gen¬ 
eral Hospital as a patient in 
197:;. 

Karen Lenzen, 41 at the 
time, was awarded general 
and specific damages in a 
nine-page decision by Mr. 
Justice FJ. E. Hinkson follow¬ 
ing trial last fall. 

"Mrs. Lenzen sustained 
first, second and third degree 
burns from her shoulder 
blades to her byttocks and 
from loin to loin.” said the 
judge in his decision. 

The burns came after a 
K-pad heating device had 
been applied to her back. 

Mrs. Lenzen had sued the 
Southern Vancouver Island 
Hospital Society. Dr. Weich- 
mann Billung-Meyer. Dr. 
George Rasmussen and nurse 
Louise Michaud, now Louise 
Wilcox. 

4 Hinkson dismissed the case 
against the doctors-apd said 
evidence disclosed no fault on 
their part. 

The patient w*as admitted to 
hospital May 30, 1973 after 
she slipped in her home and 
sustained a back injury. 

While there she asked for a 
hot^vater bottle for her back 
and was given the K-pad. a 
device which recirculates hot 
water in a pad. Three hours 
after application, Mrs. Wilcox 
turned Mrs. Lenzen or? her 
side and saw her back w'as 
red. but thought tlie rubber 
against the skin had caused 
the redness. 

The patient felt no pain at 
the time but had been receiv- 
ihg injections to relieve se¬ 
vere back pain. 

A little later the pad was 
again applied for two hours 
during which the nurse 
finished her shift. 

The judge concluded that 
after the first application 
Mrs. Lenzen had suffered a 
first-degree bum and Mrs. 
Wilcox did not appreciate that 
fact. 

"The defendant hospital is 
vicariously responsible for 
such negligence as Miss Mi¬ 
chaud was acting within tlie 
scope of her employment ir? 
applying the K-pad,” added 
the judge. 


Third set of engineers 
makes directors balky 


Labor joins ICBC cry 


Victoria Labor Council con- 
c e r n e d with “exorbitant in¬ 
creases” and a possible bo¬ 
nanza for “loan sharks,” has 
added its voice to the many 
protesting the proposed dou¬ 
bling and tripling of car insur¬ 
ance rates. 

Council delegates approved 
an executive board resolution 
Wednesday night that calls on 
the provincial government to 
take a number of steps for the 
protection of motorists. 

Since the premiums are 
controlled by the government- 
run ICBC, the resolution asks 
that time payments be al¬ 
lowed for low-income people 


“to curtail loan-sharking by 
finance companies.” 

The government is repor¬ 
tedly studying the possibility 
of instalment payments and 
other means of softening the 
blow. 

When the projjosed in¬ 
creases were announced last 
Friday, Dr. Pat McGeer, cab¬ 
inet minister responsible for 
ICBC, said complete pay¬ 
ments for 1976 would have to 
be made by the March 1 due 
date. 

The council is also urging 
the government to: 

• Reduce the 7 £er cent 


commission paid insurance 
agents; 

• Continue non-profit car 
insurance and prevent private 
companies - from re-entering 
the field; 

• Eliminate deficits over a 
long period of time and sub¬ 
sidize ICBC over a shorter 
period of time with taxes 
from the sale of gasoline. 

The council w-ill also protest 
the proposed, but as yet un¬ 
specified, increase in fares for 
B.C. Ferries service. 

There was some opposition 
to this from delegates who 
thought it might lie reason¬ 
able to increase fares thal 
hadn’t changed in 25 years. 


There’s trouble brewing at 
the Capital Region Board over 
just how many engineers it 
takes to prepare designs for 
the pro|»sed 58-million Clover 
Point sewage outfall. 

To date, two firms of con¬ 
sulting engineers have spent 
an estimated 5412,000. 

When the region board was 
told Wednesday that both 
firms would supervise part of 
the project’s construction, 
some directors objected. 

When they learned that- in 
addition to that, the regional 
engineering department would 
hire several engineers to su¬ 
pervise part of the project’s 
construction, they decided it 
was time to take another look 
at the matter. 

Any decision of W'ho will su¬ 
pervise what was’ tabled for 
three weeks. During that 
time, directors for Victoria, 
Saanich and Oak Bay will dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

Several years ago, the re¬ 
gion board let the contract for 
the design of the sewer proj¬ 
ect to two engineering firms 
— Ker, Priestman and As¬ 
sociates and Associated Engi¬ 
neering Services Ltd. 


One was to look after the 
design of all installations on 
land, including pumping sta¬ 
tions, the other was to design 
the underwater facilities, in¬ 
cluding a 6,500-foot outfall. 


If the three municipalities 
decide to use one firm only 
for the supervision of the 
project’s actual construction, 
the board’s public works com¬ 
mittee will choose which firm 
will get the job. 


Capital region wants 
B.C. under guidelines 


Unless the provincial gov¬ 
ernment agrees with Ottawa 
to apply the federal anti-infla¬ 
tion guidelines in B.C., the 
Capital Region may face un¬ 
necessarily high wage settle¬ 
ments. 

To avoid this additional 
cost, board chairman James 
Camj>bell will ask the provin¬ 
cial government for an imme¬ 
diate declaration that it in¬ 
tends to follow the federal 
guidelines. 

Authority to take the 
board’s case to the provincial 


government was given Camp¬ 
bell Wednesday by regional 
directors. 

The move has been trig¬ 
gered by the region’s negotia¬ 
tions with community health 
nurses. A number of other 
contracts will also expire 
soon. 

Campbell said he believes 
the provincial government 
wants contracts to comply 
with federal guidelines, but 
added that an agreement to 
that effect must be signed bp- 
tween the two government. 


Miffed Wallace plans separate Tory body 


Some federal Tories active¬ 
ly obstructed the provincial 
wing during the Dec. 11 elec¬ 
tion campaign, provincial 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said Wednesday. 

In a “fair number” of rid¬ 
ings, certain constituency ex¬ 
ecutive members “actively 
prevented nomination of can¬ 
didates,” Wallace said. 

There were 10 or 12 ridings 
where executive members ei¬ 
ther prevented the nomination 
of candidates or pressured 


candidates already nominated 
to quit. 

In several other ridings, 
Tories not on the executive 
said their main interest was 
in federal politics and they 
would prefer the election of 
Social Credit rather than the 
NDP. 

To prevent the situation 
from arising again in the next 
provincial election, the Con¬ 
servatives are setting up a 
provincial campaign commit¬ 
tee which will begin work inn 
mediately, Wallace said. 


Under the Conservative 
Party constitution, party 
members belong to both the 
federal and provincial wings. 

Wallace said he talked to 
provincial party president 
Tony Saunders* Wednesday, 
and Saunders told him that 
Wallace’s comments were da¬ 
maging the party. 

During the telephone con¬ 
versation, Wallace said it was 
also decided to hold the regu¬ 
lar party executive meeting 
Feb. 1. The meeting had been 
set, without consulting Wal¬ 


lace, for Jan. 17 and Wallace 
said heQTad made previous 
commitments and would not 
be able to attend on that date. 

The Oak Bay MLA and sole 
Conservative in the 55-seat 
Legislature, said he did not 
want to name those Tories 
who obstructed tilt provincial 
election effort. 

But he did say that in the 
Fort George riding, tworthirds 
o* the constituency executive 
did not appear at the meeting 
where Tory candidate A1 An- 
derton was chosen. 


After Anderton’s nomina¬ 
tion. several members of the 
executive pressured him to 
withdraw. 

Wallace said his rela¬ 
tionship with Saunders "could 
be better.” 

“I didn’t hear much from 
him during the campaign,” 
Wallace said. 

At the Feb. 1 meeting, there 
will be “wide-ranging.discus¬ 
sion of the election experi¬ 
ence,” Wallace said. 

His telephone discussion 
with Saunders w as “blunt and 


forthright,” Wallace said, and 
Saunders assured him that He 
was a strong federal and pro¬ 
vincial Conservative. 

Wallace also said that while 
he received election support 
from most members of the 
federal Tory caucus from 
•B.C., “several carefully 
avoided any campaigning in 
their own ridings where their 
influence would have been 
greater.” 

The decision to set up a 
provincial election committee, 
which will be appointed by 
Wallace, was made unani¬ 


mously at a weekend meeting 
in Richmond of mo6t of* the 
provincial candidates and 
some of their supporters. 

Wallace said he will not 
seek the leadership of the na¬ 
tional party. 

“There are few things in 
life of which I am completely 
certain,” Wallace said. A de¬ 
cision not to seek the national 
leadership was one of the few. 

Wallace said he does not 
support any of the 16 can¬ 
didates in the leadership race 
“at the moment.”

One by one the drinkers fell 



CALGARY (CP) - One by 
one the men fell. The drinking 
party began without a hint of 
the tragedy that resulted in 
the death of two Calgary men. 

Walter Amyotte told a 
coroner’s jury Tuesday that 
on Aug. 6,1975, he was invited 
to join a drinking party by 
three friends on the porch of a 
southeast Calgary rooming 
house. 

They were drinking a ma¬ 
ture of hairspray and alcohol, 
a strange mixture, perhaps, 
hut one which Amyotte said 
he had tried occasionally, 
liked, and never suffered any 
ill effects. 

A short time after Amyotte 


joined the party, he and 
James Nilsson, George Kip¬ 
ling and Frederick Bird took 
sips from a wine bottle that 
one erf them had found. The 
bottle was rapped in a brown 
paper bag and they didn’t 
know what was inside. 

Amyotte told the inquest 
that the “wine" was bitter 
and they stopped drinking it. 
But it was too late. 1 

One by one the men fell. 
Amyotte said he tried to get 
up but fell against the wall. 
Nilsson "fell out of his chair," 
Kipling “fell flat on his back" 
and Bird “fell flat on his 
seat." 

It was the landlady who

Tighter diving rules 
urged at inquest

NANAIMO — A coroner's 
jury here has made five rec¬ 
ommendations dealii^j with 
commercial, underwater div¬ 
ing, after an inquest into the 




death of a diver here in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The inquest was looking into 
the death of Harold Moncrieff, 
28, of Victoria, who died on a 
diving mission at the South 
Forks Dam Oct. 30. 

After a full day of testimo¬ 
ny Tuesday, the jury came 
down with the recommen¬ 
dations and its findings late 
Tuesday evening. 

The recommendations In¬ 
clude formal training as a re¬ 
quirement for commercial 
divers and tenders, with test¬ 
ing by an authorized agency; 
a more formal log or dive 
record be kept in all cases, 
communications between 
divers and the surface should 
be continuous; stringent regu¬ 
lations should be brought into 
force to deal with cave or tun¬ 
nel diving; and that the haz¬ 
ards of the Uni-suit type of 
diving wear with regard to 
positive bouyancy and effects 
during the period of weight 
belt loss, equipment malfunc¬ 
tion and increased air con-„ 
sumption be investigated.

later tdlephoned\>r an ambu¬ 
lance. Nilsson, 44, died within 
an hour on arrival at hospital. 
Kipling, 65, djed two weeks 
later. 

A pathologist told the in¬ 
quest, under Judge Kenneth 
Plomp, that Nilssen died from 
a fatal dosage of strychnine, a 
poison which causes severe 
convulsions, breathing spasms 
and subsequent heart stop¬ 
page. 

The poison is sold in drug 
stores and used to kill 
gophers, mice, and other 
pests. 


The pathologist said Kipling 
died of perforated duodenal 
ulcers and peritonitis. Kipling 
also had a measurable dosage 
of strychnine, which triggered 
a cardiac arrest, although 
cardiac arrest was not the 
cause of death. 

Amyotte and Bird, who hrfd 
fewer sips from the bottle, re¬ 
covered. 

City Detective James Lyall 
said somebody had apparent¬ 
ly refilled an old bottle con¬ 
taining strychnine. He said it 
was not unusual for people to 


collect old bottles for bootleg¬ 
gers, and there were at least 
four known bootleggers within 
a block of the rooming house.
